SINCE \969 Cod Our Lord hai ^vcn many public and uni* 
vcr&al messages lo ihe entire worlds ihrou^ a Mexican nun 
tthoiri He ctlU Hie Portevox {mceicnger). He hai com* 
mended her lo make iheie meiea^s known lo the whole 
worlds 10 ihai every individual may olTer reparalion lo Divine 
Jutiic* end Ihua prevent a divine, univerial and terrible pun* 
iihmertl which i« very near at hand. 

The Ponavoi Is a nun belonfini to the community of the 
FrancisoiA Minima of (he Perpetual Help of Mary, located in 
(he Villa de Guadalupe in Mexico City, near the famoua 
ahrine of Our lady of Guadalupe, where the Mother of Ood 
appeared on Tepeyac Hill to (he Indian Juan Pie|o in 1531. 
The FreneUcan Minim nuns live on a piece of property named 
"The Vermel (Garden) of the Immaculate Virgin or Ouada* 
lu pe, * which ii on I he ilope of a amal I mou ntai rt ea1 led Ctrro 
dt hs Guerrero;, immediately adJoinin| Tepeyac Hill. 

The PrancUcan Minim Nuni were founded In Zamora, In 
the auie of Miehoacin, Mexico, In 1942, by Marla Con* 
cepcidn ZAAigi Ldpei(whoM paeudonym ii Mary Conzuld), 
with the approval of ihe dioceian biihop, Manuel Futcheri y 
Pieiratanu. In this city the young order grew and flouriihed 
considerably' Through eenain trials permitted by Divine 
Providence, tbe community was dissolved ia 195). 

After this ti was re*cstabliihed in the city of ChDapa, in the 
slate of Guerrero, Mexico, in January I9M, In 1957, with the 
approval of tbe bishop of Chilapa, the sisters moved to the 
Vergel in Mexico City. 

The monthly publication of the Franciscan Minim Nuns is 
a magaiine eniilled Esirella (Star), and it is directed by Mary 
Coo 2 uJ&, (be foundress. When Ihe Ponavoz received the 
commartd to spread the mcs&ages ihrougHout the entire world, 
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the nuns published them in Estrella in Spanish: ihcx 
soon tranilated into several other lan|ua|n and published in 
Mexico and in other pills of the world. At prceeoi, (hew 
messafes are bein| distributed m many countries, and ihey 
are accomptishioi much (ood. 

When tiM messages were first published in 1969. the ident¬ 
ity of the Portavoz was kept secret, but in subser^uent years 
Our Lord gave messages in which Ke revealed bernaine; she

PUBLIC MESSAGES AND PRIVATE MESSAGES 

THE Ponavot has been receiving communicaiionB from 
Keaveo ainee 1926, when she was a young girl. She wrote 
ibem down Id notebook!, which were never seen by anyone, 
with ihe extvpuoa of a few priesu and bishops in Mexico. At 
she beginning of 1969, almost no one knew aboul the note¬ 
books, and, outside of Mexico, no eoe even knew thai the 
Ponavoi existed. 

Then, on March 29,1969, Our Lord commanded her: “My 
daughter, iranwribc all the messages which I have given you 
in the past. TV time has come that you should deliver to My 
Church and to all men everything that I have told you.” 
She obeyed, and the public messages ware published, trans¬ 
lated and spread in many countries. 

Since May I9T0, Our Urd has given many private mess¬ 
ages 10 individual persons and small groups: these messages 
have been published in Mns4tts from Hfovtn. Vol ll. In 
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them Our Lord speikj a^ut (h« fouodation of the Frao* 
ciscan Miium pHe&ts and brother*, and about oiber mailan 
related to the Work of Atonement

By 
meani of the tnesu^*. the Work of AionenKni may be ea- 
tended and propaiated, for the benefit and salvation of •

THE PROPHECIES OF SISTER MATIANA 

SISTER Matiana of the Holy Ohesi. whose death occurred in 
Wi, wa* an Indian lay*si*ier of ihe nuns of Saint Jeronw in 
Mexico City (lec the meuaie of December 16. 1969^, ^ 
received many comtnuntcaiion* from Heaven and had pro* 
phelic vision* of the future of Mexico and Spain. 

While Matiana was in the cloister of Saint Jerome, tbe 
hies ted Virgin told her In one of her raptures: *J have brought 
you here at my ambassador to the nuns: tell them that I have 
chosen this convent in order that from here may proceed the 
third foundation of the Atonement of Jesus in the Bksied 
Sacrament, the one that will be made in my sanctuary of 
Cuadalupci because it is th^tace destined for the Atooement 
of the Blessed Sacrament. They will net believe ihb; they will 
make fun of it; they will call it the foundation of bes> stories, 
dreams. Illusions and much laughter; but if the auns do not 
accept it, this grace will go to the one who least deserve* il * 

The Mother of Ood also told her of the great goods and 
benefits that will come to the kingdom and the nly through 
the eiiablishmenl of this new Order, and that il was Ibe last 
that would be made in the world until Judgiseot Day: that 
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thb new and last Order of the Blessed Sacrament would yield 
more sainli for Ihe Church than all the other orders have 
^ven from their beginaing to I heir end, including the Order 
of our Father Saint Francie. that has given so many. 

She toM her also that through the sacred book of the con* 
slUutioiu. the other orders would be renewed and return to 
Ibetr pnaiiiive fervor, because this book of constitutions I* 
the eeence of all the orders, that the lukewarm priests will be 
convened, and almost all sinner* will come to their senses and 
ask mercy, for thee Ihe lime will have come for forgiveness 
for all. because this is the means of appeasing Divine Juiitce 
and placating the Lord. 

The piopagauon of the mesMges and the growth of the 
Order oi Atonement are the beginning of the fuirillment of 
what SUier Manana prophesied more than two hundred 
yean ago. ^

Thit meani that the penance 
which ibouU be done at the preient time ou|ht to be jreiter 
than that which Ninive offered in reparation for the »int of

Then I aiked, “Lord, what lin offendi Thee mo$i?" 

“The (even capital iIai. which are committed with refined 
maKee at preieai. They continue to defy My juilke. My 
dau|hier you undeniand ihla very well, became I have in* 
(irwied you for many yean. 

“Irwtt. therefore r But leH it juit ai it li: lh4i ii fx / i*'hu 
Ham /Arm' Woe to men if they do not do penance, if they do 
iMH repent ciiKerely and deteit their line! Woe to My priealil 
My dau|hier. pray and make reparation, and aee to it that 
othen pray and atorve for their lini beeauK of the great 
malice involved; their own maUce, that of their brethrerii and 
of ihciT priecu. 

“Proclaim this loudlyt Hurry, My daughter) Do not fear 
ridicule from any one nor the ill-will of any being. Hurryl 
Laifkls mwt be diilributed) 7hU mmagt is for today: It Is 
ooi to be left in yeut notebook. You will be deteeled...il does 
not matter; J low you) You will be ill*treaied...ii does not 
oullei; 1 wiQ protect you! Send thll message to everyone, 
My daughter: to lay people and religious; to prksts and bish* 
ops; above an, to the Pope. Seod it to him today, My daugh* 
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tet! Scad it to diTTuiion ceoien) Above all, take it to the 
Di/usora A/ann/w (Marian Diffusion Ceoter). Tell Ibero that 
i( seeiris as though men no longer have any faith If ibey 
would at kail have a little pity for ibeir souls!” 

A ikitle later, about 7:00 a.m.. Jesus coniioued. sayiof; 
(Programme of life expressly dictated by God Out Lord): 
*They must do these things that they may be forgiven, and 
that they may avoid experiencing the puQtshmcoi whkb bas 
already been decreed. 

“In the first place, they must stop sinning. The indcceei 
manne r i n which women dress at present, is a grave sm It is a 
serious sin of immorality on the part of men who permit their 
wives, daughters and sisters to dress in this maniter. Like¬ 
wise, worldly rshgious who go about thus attired, are guilty 
of grievous silt. These worldly religious are loaihione to Me, 
causing nausea. Tel) them that firs will descend from heaven 
and will burn them aUve. 

“The second thing that they should do is to aWtain from 
amusements, even from decent Oflei. 

“The third: they must pray. They must withdraw and retire 
to meditate in solitude with Me. 

The fourth: they must castigate their sense of lasie by 
really performing positive acts of penance againii glviiony. 
which deviiallzes, enfeeUes the spirit. 

The fifth: they must offer seme form of real and true 
bodily moniTlcaiJon, even lacerating their flesh. 

The sixth: they must make good aod deeply felt sacraoien* 
tal eonfeasions and communions with sincerity and reverence. 

The seventh: they must consecrate these Lentea days ex¬ 
clusively to God. 

“(f at least ihoee pereoni to whom you send this message 
should offer Me these acts of penance, the punishmeac will be 
mitigated Moreover, if these acts id peoaoce should be pet- 
formed in all places, lbs punisboient whkh they now deserve 
will be withheld!“ ■

Thas I have uaned here with this axplenation, because ii ii He 
Who commendsd me lo make known ihe message of the 24th of 
(bi Moath Tbu metiage wm ihe cause ol a dUiurbanM which 
brought forth varyiag oplniotis: seme were of mockery and tidicuk 
whik others ware of an^r and dupleaiwre. Because of these effocii 
that are so contrary I owhai Ood Our Lord asks of ua, it was logical 
that a reporter, aeoompenied by a Cethobc prieii, should interview 
me yesterday. They caioe to ask me for a lew more eapLanalions on 
the osauer Honrver, ] could do nothing more than declare the 
same messegr to them 

Afser they depertad and I was once more alone wiih mv Ood, In 
ibe chapel or in soec of our other roocos (I (peak in (he plural 
becaitte we are a relidoui community). I eartieiily implotrd His 
Dinoe Majealy that He deign to send some light lo the souls who 
ere disnibed by tbit message, I pleaded for eolighienment on the 
one hand, lor those who are greatly diisukted, and, on Ihe other 
hand Bcnial ckriiy for those who are even in a worse condition, 
baving despised the message For aU of (hem I sup^icated ludd 
uodemandJBg, so ibat they might be a Me to comprebend the grave 
inport of His message Nevertbekas, it was noi until early this 
tome time ai dawn (I knew not the hour because out dock 
had atoppsd). Ihat He came wilh ibe foD owing message. 
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“Tell (hem. My dauihier tW (Iwy mw be docile to My 
w«rnin|. Tluiu the wtrninf whteh My Mother rMceily on* 
nounced in Spoin. Thtrt will bt no other werntng! 

“Tell them now, thot I oik (hem for only one ihin| whkh ie 
for their own |ood: ihey muit five up tmusemeou ond liA, 
ind (hey muii keep lilence in ihelr loult ond prty. DwHni

10 (his woik if (hey wish to have a pan in it I desire (hat the 
nalMinol Sonciuary of Atonement should be In (he basilica of 
My bkssed Mother, and in Rome (he Sanctuary of universal 
Atonement should be in the very see of Saint Peter. 

"ir they give Me all of Ihese things which I ask, many sins 
wOl be foffiven and peace will come to the world, and (here 
wid be wcIPbeifig for everyone. If Ihey persiit in refusing Me 
ihu work, which is of universal umficaiion, Ihey will remain 
abaodoaed to (heir whims and caprkes, wickedness will be 
increasing day after dav, ihe souli of men will find no i>eace. 
There wUI be fto happiness on eaith; rather, all will turn Into 
confusion and misery, as 1 have explained ii lo you from 
(be begioning.* 

After Our Lord had dictated these words lo me, I had to 
leave our cell to fulfill soom of my dunes But a few moments 
ago, at 7 )0 a m., Jesus uid to me once more, 

’Whie, My daughter. Do not hold back, neither for fear 
nor for human respeci, what I told you on Sunday, ihe iee> 
ond day of this month, during Holy Mast' 

The ihinp which Our Lord said lo me on (hat day tie 
explained in ihe following manner, ihai morning I was on 
my way to the church of San FnnciKO on Midero Avenue in 
MexKO City, and Jesus said to Me: 

“Hurry! You will have to shout very loudlyl" 

“What IS it, Lord^" 

“Many ihmgs. You must (ell everyone all 1 have told you; 
do not bold back anything, for 1 do not tell you there things 
for yourseU. but (or My Church. Let it be known to your 
bishop. Ihal he, In lum. may send everything to My Vicar,” 
“What things. Lonir 

“All lhat ] have lold you, and what I shall tell you from 
Ibis day onward." 

When ] heard Ihis command. 1 feared that it might have 
been fron the demon, or that it might have been a case of 
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auio-suueulon. This is the rtasos I vc&tumS to eik HU 
Divine Mejesiy for a sign of proof, ti was given to toe ire* 
medietely. f mey not, however, <}escrihe (hia proof Ikcaom 
it IS exclusively a matter of consciena. 

Immediately afterwards, while atteadiog Holy Mass lo ibe 
church, Jcius was pleased to teach i&e a fomula of how one 
should heat Mass at the preser>i iizrw «nih the reforms that 
have been itude in it. This formula will be made known Latet 
on, for it II urgent that I forward these words imiitediately. 

Thus, during the holy sacrifice of the Mass, at ibe memento 
of the dead, Jesus told iw; 

*Tell them it is repugnant to Me that they receive Holy 
Communion standing and without reverence. Tell them that 
I am offended by thosa who receive Holy Commutuon cyni¬ 
cally, giving bad example, by the women who approach with 
heads uncovered and naked bodies TeU them that soon fire 
will descend from heaven if they do no* amend; they will be 
burnt alive, and will be condemned. For how will thar bodies 
enter heaven to enjoy eternal happiness on the day of the 
resurreciton, If those same bodies Ond pleasure here below us 
sins of filth and uneleannesa and sins of provoking others 
to ain? 

**It Is not well that they stand to receive Holy Communion; 
neither should those who have recentd Communion stand 
afterwards; nor should they receive the Iasi blessing unless 
they are kneeling! They must devoutly approach to receive 
Holy Communion." 

It IS very mieresiini to make known the follOHing which 
Hjs Divine Majesty also deigned to reveal to ate during Holy 
Mass, at the memento of the dead. At that momcisi He 
said to me' 

"This is the moiDent when prayers must be offered for Ute 
eternal repose of all those who have died, and have not been 
able to enter heaven, for lack of atonement for their uiu For 
the suffering souls 1 ask that these suffrages be ofleredf But 
be sure to tell My priests, they must offer the holy sacrifice of 
the Mass from a motive of devotion, and not for money; be¬ 
cause 1 am weary of Iheir avarice and mcrcanlilisiD,'’ 9

VOICE of ieftuf: "Man epcndt but om lintte day uponaanb. 
and even $o, he Uvea that day deplorably * 

*0m day, Lord? I do not undereiand.* 

“Ye*, one day. compared lo eternity,* 

“Why Is ihJs 10. ieius? Tell me; ainec You are Ood and 
manY Creaior, did You nol know these thini* when You 
created manT* 

“I knew it. Nevertheless, I willed to create tuin because tf 
orte smile soul loves and serves Me, that soul compensate* 
for all ihOM that are lost," 

“I do not comprehend these lhia|S, lord. They larpass 
my understandini." 

"If I should live you this knowled|e presently, you wouM 
understand, but it is net to be fivto to you at chn umbkoi.

“My will is that they should dedieata the greater pari of 
their time in praising Ood. giving to their Creator and Re* 
dseoKr the cuH of adoration. 

“My will»ihat among thsmselvei they should live in hum* 
bk lubmiusion and obedtchct to one another, above all, the 
young people to their parents and iheir elders. 

"My will is that they should love etch other and excuse the 
defects of one another, thereby helping each other to become 
better; that they should not harm each other, but do good 
to one another. 

“Hy will is that everyone should live modestly in the com* 
pany of hit own family, without attempting to gain for his 
eojoymeot, that which is not lawful to him. 

“My wiU is that they should not seize or take away tern* 
poral goods from each other, either in thought or by raking 
advantage of one another. They should own these temporal 
goods as though tbey did not possess them, renecting that 
all of these go^s are only being kni to them. 

“My will is that tbey should never defame each other; much 
less should they calummate or bear false witness against one 
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anoihen noi jhouJd Utey pKjudtdally actd wtokedly iojtire 
each aihar. 

"My will ia that men and women ihouM liv« honew^y in 
matrimony^ and not in free love, aiealioj each otber*} wivea 
and Kusbaitda. 

'My wiU la, finally, (hat ihcy sbouU etoi deaut (o reuin 
anythioi belongiitg to otbera, whether or not they may have 
obiaiiMd it ihroujh commercial indwtry, under pretext of 
eoclal work, or even throuih reU|i(HU cr»deavon with per¬ 
verse eods in view. 

“Do you see, My daughter? This is My enll. And do you nol 
notice how the greater number of them behave themselves?" 

Having understood what Jesus enumerated by dkiatton 
10 me, I said to Him; "Lord, regarding these points whkh 
You have enumerated, are they not the Ten Commandtiwnts 
You gave to Moses?" 

"So it Is." 

"Then, would It not be well to distribute smalt eaieehisms 
of these, without any other ksions added?" 

'*My daughter, these commandments are the base from 
which Ihe doeinne of My Church has been formulated. Bui, 
tell them to pay aiteniion They must listen to My Church 

*1 ell M y be lov ed v ki r not to accede to the prepostii oas of 
to many wicked children who with to destroy and change My 
doctrinal Send all of My words to your bishop and teS him 
to make them known to My beloved VKar 

’ fhe prayers of ihe prcKnt time and of the post time, as 
well as those of the future, are obtaining an abbreviation of 
Ihe time of trial, hor this reason it is urgent that My V«u 
should do what I am inspiring him to accomplish. His mspi* 
rations are exactly the same as those which I am cnumeraling 
for you. My daughter. See to il ihti iodayY message reaches 
the hands of My Vicar!" 

'Lord, dc you mean the message of this very moeseni?" 

"No, My daughter. I mean a!) that you have wriiten from 
the beginning." 

~Loi^, I am waiting for tbe permission of my bishop." 
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“Very weU; it wiU be granted. Make haste, therefore, and 
spread it everywhere." 

Then Jesus became profoundly silent, and I remained as 
dead, lifekssJy prostrate at the foot of the table where I write 
these messages. 

MESSAGE OP MARCH 12, 1969 

O.s THE 12(b of March, Our Lord continued to keep silence. 
These are the only words which He addressed to me: 

"Make baste, write. Time presses urgently!" 

It was nol. however, until nidniihl that He dictated the 
following; “My human crcaiurei occupy themselves with that 
which will no( achieve any good (or them. Why are they 
$0 scAselets?" 

"To whom and to what do You refer, Jeiui?*' 

"I refer to almoii every one of them, My daughter. Yes, it 
IS that ihey should eol be occupying themaelves with anything 
excepting what pertains to the salvaiioji of their souls and to 
iheif eternal life, that they may enjoy a happy eternity! Do 
you understand ?" 

“Yes. l.ord, f uadersiand. But how can 1 make all the 
others understand theM thingsT* 

"Do everything possible that your bishop may send lo My 
Viar ihase words of Mine, cortfided to you, and in the mean* 
time, at ieasi you love Me!" 

MARCH 13. 1969 

INDS Jesus was siknt once more, until orve o'clock in the 
atiernoon when I retired lo our cell I fell asleep because I 
was exhausted from sorrow and anguish because all this time 
I had been wailing for a reply of obedience from my spiritual 
director, that is, my bishop. As I awoke, I again heard Ihe 
voice of Jesus saying la me. 

"My daughter, believe Me; it is I who speak to youf Rec* 
ogfuee aJso as My will all the incidents which 1 send in your 
life, and notice tbe sigas of all that I have promised you." 

Tbeteupon, I made acts of adoration and obedieace to the 
oi Jesus, bul ] dartd not pass these messages lo anyone, 
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whik waiting for s itply from oiy dirc^or. Moreover, (did 
not understand very clearly whai ihinge Our Lord deeiied 
that 1 reveal, eince 1 nave so many meisagos wriiien uncc 
my childnood. 

Then it was ihai Our Lord spoke ekarly to me through (ha 
detailed incident; a certain person came to g>ve me a hooklei 
entitled Messagts 1969 which was ahoui lo be edited. Ai ibe 
pressnl lime it has been edited by the Marian Center, with a 
prologue by Mr. Victor Manuel Sdnehei S. This booklet 
includes the messages of the BksKd Virgin of La Saieiie, and 
those given by the Mother of Ood at Lourdes. Fatima, Oara* 
bandal, etc. It explaini that all of these messages speak to us 
of penenre and aionemem. 

By this I understand the will of Our Lord for me to publish 
all the messages which I have put away and concealed since 
earjy life. Because this is the Divirte Will, t now reveal them 
Moreover, at the sanse morrtent whik I was being given the 
booklet, the affirmative reply from mydireciorarnved. When 
this happened, I entered into a state of holy spuiiual peace 

Prom (hat moment I proceeded spreading (he words of 
Jesus which had been put away since my childhood. Owing 
to my Illness, and htvingart exceeding aissouni of obligations 
to attend ir> my community,! have not the nme to recopy all 
these notes. Hence, I have been recordirig them on the tape 
recorder. 

MARCH n. 1909 
Monday in Holy Week 

IT WAS not uniil some time afterwards that Our Lord le- 
lurned to dictate some more messages. He came on ihe 24lh 
of this month of March which is about to end. Subsequently, 
He gave me the message of the 29th. Apio, (hu moirung, 
Monday, March 3 Ist, 19b9, Monday in Holy Week, Jesus has 
spoken to me. 

It was one o'clock in the morning when Jesus awoke iik I 
had been sleeping soundly because yesterday. Palm Sunday. I 
had been exceedingly busy with all the cam of myKhgkius 


obhgations which demanded my atientlon. Added to these, 
ray iftTinnitks debilitate me very much. 

This time, sirauluneously with the voice of Jesus, my cell 
was illumioated with that light whkh always radiates from 
Him. The mpkndenoe must have been the cause of my im¬ 
mediate awakening. I qukkly knelt Then Jesus whispered 
i^ry softly. It seemed as though Ke was being careful not to 
disturb the great faience of the eloisier observed in our com* 
muruty from nightfall until (he follow mg day. TherefoTC, in a 
very low votce Ke said to me. 

“Do not write this bow until morning light, I have only 
come (o lell you, for your own consolation, that there has 
been fruit in Ihe diffusion of My messages through you. Now 
offer your acii of thanksgiving le Mel" 

Then He added at oiwei "Watch and pray that you enter 
not into lemptaiion.* 

Realizing ihai these were words of the Holy Oospel (Mt, 
X1(V1.41), I understood that they were not being directed to 
me alone, but for ihe inteniion which He has been mani* 
resting dun ng i hese days: that I fis messages may be spread i o 
all of Hit ehildivn. 

“Ah. My dear daughter!...if your Lord should come at the 
first hour, or at the second hour, or at the hour which you 
least expect, and should Rnd you watching, He will seat you 
ai His table, and He Himself will serve you I (Lk XII, 37) Do 
you understand?* 

*Yes. Jesus, I understand that this will be fulfilled on the 
last da) at iN end of time * 

*So, My daughter! It will also be fulfilled a short time 
before, as I have revealed it to you at other times. I have 
already warned them of everything! All that is necessary now 
as that each individual rectify his life and be vigilant thal he 
ttu> teccavT My sssitallon.” 

Aflei this I wanted to go before the tabernacle in our little 
chapel. Hut He iiM me "Rest a little whik," 

I fell askep immediately. At three o'clock in the morning I 
awoke once more, because I fell the presence of Jesus again. 
Once more I got down on my knees; then Jesus said lo me: 
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"AriM and write. TeU all of them to pray and do penance! 
Tel] them (o do this especially for My priests, because (hey 
are sirugjling with the demon, who is lempiinf them But J 
the faithful, with filial charity, pray and do penance for them, 
(hose who have fallen wilt repent, and (hose who are now 
stru||ling will not fall ** 

I ought to add that this recommendation of Our Lord 
indicating that we, the faithful, are obliged to pray for oar 
priests, is not new. Our Lord has been telling me about this 
since I was a ehild: “When My prmli are dishonored, I am 
being dishonored. When My priesu comimi sin, ihey de* 
file Me." 

By this Our Lord wishes to say that instead of going against 
these priests, even iheugh they may be giving bad example, 
we ought to preoccupy ourselves with iheir welfare. We 
should pray for them and impose upon ourselves some pen* 
ances for their benefit, We should consider that ihcy are also 
human beings; this is the reason they faU into lampiaiions. 

If we have received good Ihings from them, we are obliged 
to repay these good services. For example, k is ihey who inay 
have bapiited and given ui the other sacraments Now that 
we see them in danger, whai do w« do*^ All that we know to 
do ki to be scandalised at their actions. Shall we noi have 
some chanty and understanding for them? 

We should help them so that those who have fallen may 
arise, and we should try to do all the good (hat we can for all 
of them. One of these good works could be thai of “giving 
them good adviee if they need it,* ae Father RlpaMa teSs us in 
his fundamcnial catechism. 

After Jesus bad directed edc to write theee ihings, He 
spoke again: 

“Tell them. My daughter, that what pleases Me most, and 
what I ask of them more than anything else u the prayer of 
reparation. ! desire that you should do good to one another 
in all things, but you can all do very much by means of 
prayer. Pray, therefore, and do penance! ll is wry urgent to 
pray much and do much penance! 


“Do not go about looking for the straw in your neighbor's 
eye <Ml Vll, 3), but let everyone take note of his own sins. 
Let them present (bemselves before My Heavenly Father with 
hunuliiy. beggiog for pardon and grace, and I will evaluate 
Iheir pent tons. Deughtei, (bis alone is chariiyl 

“You should also forgive one another as I forgive you. Prey 
for you eocmies and do them good if ihey persecute you (Mt. 
V, 44) tn this way you will overcome all (he evils of this lifel 

“During these days recollect yourselves in the silence of 
your hearts. Slay away from cntenainmenii for the present, 
so that the punishment may nol evenake you by surprise. 
Come 10 Me. all of you! Repeat ihit, My daughter. Tell 
them how much I love them! Tell them lo give Me their love 
and ihcir life; for. as I have always lold you, I am their Good 
Advocate! 

“No good work ihai any of you perform will go unre* 
warded. While I siand as a mediatory victim between heaven 
and eanh. aU good actions will be profiiabk before My 
Justice. 

"Presa forward, iherefore, with the diffusion of ihis mess* 
age! Tell them that they must all cooperate In this work, Tel) 
them. My daughter, lo use ihe radio, the preaii and panicu* 
lariy the spoken word irinsmitted to ihe ear. It ii urgent that 
in every place Ihey should be made aware of Ihii wamingl 1 
lell them once again: this is the lul warning, t shall noi give 
another warning!" 

I wish to explain ihal when Our Lord says Ihis is the Iasi 
warning, this does not mean thet He will nol tell me anything 
more, but lhal Ihis is ihe last lime He will speak to us, merci¬ 
fully warning vs about our preparation for the great punish* 
aent - repenting 

After ihis, Jesus said lo me: “Go back and rest again.” 

I went back to bed. and fell into a deep sleep until Ihe 
rising hour.

COD Our Lord has commanded me to add an appendix io 
this third mcsuije now beinp xni to my brethren Theae 
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beoutiTuI and louchinp words were addressed to me many 
years apo, on August 24, 1932, 

In accents of sorrow and groat pain, Jesus complains: “My 
daughter, the world is iravailing towards the abyss through 
the iniquity of its works. The day of final judgment and eter¬ 
nal sentesce is rvear. 1 desire to save many souls, and if they 
wnh. I could save all 

*'1 speak to mafly souls just as I converse with you, end I 
rev'eal to them the intimate apomes of My love. I make revel- 
ariofts to miBy, and they prophesy for Me. regarding the 
disaster which ihe works of the world will bring upon iiself. I 
also mention Ihe kve of My Heart wnich desires to defend 
everyone I roamTest Myself to many souls as I do t o you. To 
them I give My masuges for ihe world, and many do not 
baheve Me. 

"In turn, ^aian has shown himKlf to them under feigned 
appariiiont, to seduce many, and they do believe him 

'I want you lo believe Me, and tell this to as many as you 
can. AlTirm ihai it is I Who speak, even ihough you may 
have 10 sulTer much." 

"Tell them that soon 1 wiU give Mexico an era of peace and 
re^uaMithment of teligiouf liberty, i will causa the punish* 
ment of universal misery to cease, if, on their pari, My child* 
ren will live Me what I ask of iheni 

' M i will i s t hat mothers of fa milks, with real for M y glory, 
taka much care in the Christian formation of their children, 
bringing them up religiously; not lor the world, but for 
•*e4vpn 

~My w Jl IS thal falheis of families be Ihe example lo ihair 
ehiUren, and a suviaining power to their wives, for Ihe pious 
formaiwo of their home. 

'My will is that Ihe young bridle thetr passions; that they 
avoid living lives that are similar to those of the wicked, as 
they are dtMng at present. Women should noi dress immod- 
esily. Men ibould occupy themselves in Cod and in their 
work; and lei them not go about drunk with amusamenis 
and vkci, 
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‘'Ambilion for nuiterul |oo4s should be replaced by hua»* 
bk submission lo My desigoi. Luxury and fasbioo will be (be 
cause of their condemnation! 

*'My wil] is (hat he who is poor be more humble and be who 
is rich, more loereiful. 

'My will is thal al] have more reverence towards Me and 
cowards all sacred thinp. I desire obcdicoce lo My precepts 
and (0 (hose of My holy Church, The vokc of My reprewn* 
taiives on earth must be respected as thoufh it were My 
own voice. 

” M y wiU is ihai My co nKcrated souls be purer. siroQ|er in 
virtue, more loyal in ume of irlai, more devoted to prayer; 
that (hey pracuce freater poverty and be more moniHed. 

‘‘My will is that My pneits be more aealoui ia thinp of 
divine worship; that they be more withdrawn from ibe low 
thin|S of the world; and be more devoied lo prayer. 

“My will last of all, is ihai all the bishops and archbishops 
of Mexico should approve thOK thinp which I have asked of 
the Archbishop of Mexico in honor of My Bkssed Moiher 
and in order lo utisfy the desires of My Heart I desire ihe 
approval of ihe offanni of vtctims of Divine Jusiko which t 
have inspired you to make. 

"ff My children in Mexice will |ive Me all of ihsK ihinp. 
ihey will very soon see ihe works of My merciful love. 6ui if 
ihey fail to pay attention to ihis desire of Mine, if neither one 
nor the other them accomplish what I ask, then. My dauph* 
ter...It will be a lon| time before peace will return lo (his land. 
They will not have peace, until another pencration, more 
doclk to My pkadmis, shall have accomplished these things. 

'Punishment will continue to fall upon them astjusi pen* 
ally for'(heir works, aod if it does not burst forth upon them 
in more violent proportions, it is because My Heart, as a 
victim in the Holy Eucharist, holds it back for then, as I bave 
shown you on another occasion.*’ Here Our Lord alludes lo 
the image of the Sun of Divine Justice, which has already 
been published and which will be puMuhed again with the 
help of God. 


"If poverty IS spread in ell places, ii it because men have 
been degenerated by their ambitions and no longer seek My 
Justice nor My kingdom (Lk. XU. 31), but the material ad¬ 
dition which I would give them if they would fulfill their duty, 

-If My chiMien who arc enfolded within the bosom of My 
r hurch 51 ill suffer under the opp ressio n of t heir enemies, u is 
•secaurf their works are not pure enough to obtain freedom 
and sictory. 

-There art some juU souls, My daughur, but they do noi 
compeniale for tho#e that are impure There is a need of 
nwiitocicus works of sanctity that will oblam fjom Divine 
Justice a copious shuwci of bkstm|8 upon My childreni as 
well av upon My enemies, »o that boih of them may be rec* 
oncikd in the lovt of My Hein. This iB the reasofi why I 
desire that there be vKUm souls! I desire the Work for which 
My Heart lo ardently yearns! 

-My dau^ter. very soon I will give you liberty to work for 
My cause, All that is needed now Is i last testing in the trial 
which My love demandi c< you. Have confidence in Me, My 

beloved. Enclose yourself tn Mary as I have iaught you. My 

grace will be with you. , 

-This IS enough for the present, Oo now, and tell all of 
these things to your supenort. You must do lo for I have not 
told these things to you for yourself alone, but for your Porr/e 

(beloved country). , , . 

"The sign which 1 now give you as a proof that ms I Who 
speak to you, is the love which [ cause you to expenenw. 
That IS eiwu^ for you Now, to your superiors you will give 
Ihis sign " 

In passing, nuy I mention that Ihe sign which Our Lord 
was pleased to give me for my superiors consisied in revealing 
to me some secret things known lo themselves alone. By this 
(hey rtali/ed that only God could have made Ibis revelation 
to me. At that time, the Primate Archbishop of Mexico was 
His Excelkncy Ptscual Dlar y Barreto. With docility he 
listened to Our Lord's desire. 



On thal occAiloQ kdded ilwse other words to this 
mesM|e: The nailons mil not be by the deeirvcuvv 
sword, but by the Mefflptive cross.* h is ootewortby ibsi 
even from those limes Jesus was already insistioi ihai meo 
should take pathways of peace, and nol those of warfare 
and violence. 

“My spirit IS a spin of love, of sacrifice, and of pardon. 
Ihe devil has the contrary spirit, that of revence, haired and 
sensuality. Every viciory laincd by the sword u like that 0< 
the spirti which presides over ii: ii is a faked vviory which 
brills disorder along wiih it. It iniroduceievil,andafreaier 
impulsion towards Us own eollapse. 

The triumeh of the cross will be lasung ar»d firm. It will 
bring peace of soul, because the bleMi&i of My spirit presides 
over Ii. The enemies of My Church mil be conversed and she 
obstinate will be overthrown and annihilaled under My jus* 
Ike, and My children will be triumphantly victorious! This is 
the triumph which I desire to give to Mexko, and I shin, if 
Mexico gives Me what I am asking of it." 

With regard to the references made by Ood Our Lord so 
Mexico and the Foirio (beloved hometand), 1 wish io mention 
here that Our Lord has always been pkased io speak to cne 
about patriotic responsibility; in a very special (runner He 
has referred to the Mexkan nation. 

On one occasion He told me: "Mcxko and Rome will be 
very closely united. Behold the connecting link: My Immacu¬ 
late Mother," He said, referring to the Virgin Mary, 

On another occasion, Jesus even told me these exact words. 
“She (the Blessed Virgin) wishes to reign io holy Rome aad in 
holy Mexico," That is to say, (here is a certain divine predi¬ 
lection for our Mexican nation aod an inlimale Lnkage wilb 
Rome, (he eternal city, 

With regard to the words of August 24, 1932. whKh I have 
Just transcribed, we ought to consider the number of years 
(hat have passed and how His Divine Majesty still coniinoes 
to exhort us: He is still waiting for us (o begin taking nsHioe 
of our erroneous ways, to rectify our Lves, and to give Him 
what He asks of us. 
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NOVEMBER U, 1932 

( AM now going to copy some other notes from that same 
year of 1932, written on November It, This time u was some¬ 
thing very deeply felt, because it was mklriight and Jesus 
complained in a voice which caused me to weep and feel His 
owo paio He awoke me and said: 

"My spouse, listen to Mel Ah, My beloved...My victim 
Heart is weary of the ingratitude of My loved onest I do not 
speak 10 you of the wickedness of the impious, but of the 
malice of the Christians. 

"I will openly reveal to you the situation of the world, that 
you may beiier understand My mystical passion, as a victim 
immolated for the world: at a King. \ am a martyr of My 
charity for souls, and ai Cod I am disdaioed by My creatures, 

"I Save employed all of My wisdom in ^ving everyone the 
meant whereby all may attain the joys of My eternal king¬ 
dom, Seeking to attract them, 1 have utiliud all of My ten- 

deraeis, My klodnets, My rwrey and My riches..My 

cMgBifhMeee and My love! 

Tor all of them I have performed the tclioni which 1 
would have done foe My ekci alone, and for each one, I have 
done (bat whkh I did for all! 

"By My life in this world I have given an example to all. 
For all I iKcrided into heaven returning to the bosom of the 
hither, and for all 1 performed the miracle of the Holy 
kucharisi in order io remain here with them. Not only for a 
few, but for all of them, 1 remain enclosed in the adorable 
sacrament of the altar. 

"For all I iiuiiluted My privileged priesthood; and for lU 1 
insiiluied My Holy Church with its helpful assistance of in- 
delectibk virtue, and the only hope for eternity. For all 1 
gave Mv word s of salv ati nn a nd of life, which a re pre served in 
the gos^i of the law of grace and of love, and 1 clearly 
manifested it in the words: «Love one another, and abide in 
Me, that We may be one. as My Father and I are orvelx 
(Jo. XV, J2, 4; XVft, 21). 

"But, oh My spouse!.W'haf have they done with My 

words, with My doctrine, wjth My desires, except mockery 
and crime and treason?" 
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Here I should explain ihai ii ihai lime I was so youot and 
ignorani of so many things, that I mar>elkd ai these revelt* 
tions of Our Lord. For (his reason He instrucied me with 
clear explanations, and He continued saying to me' 
“Behold, My beloved family, My Church, uas founded. U 
was established and My kingdom was exteisded id souk. But 
the eternal enemy, entering into the accursed race by iheir 
enme of deieide, took possession of her—the Chorch—and 
carrte to sow division within My family, as a resuJi. factions 
sprang up therein and it began to disintegraie from within ” 
Our Lord calls His own Jewish people Ihe accursed race, 
and on other occasions He had already idd me recall them 
by this name, because ihey themselves wanted to be named 
thus, accursed, when they said: “His blood be upon us and 
upon our children '* (Mt. XXVii. 25> 

‘I do not complain about the enemy nor about His fol* 
lowers, for all of them are accursed I complain about those 
who, being Mirw, have seeoftded enl acitons 
''Remember My words though whxh I have forciold all of 
these things in order to prepare My beloved ones Ifaving 
been well prepared, then, why have they been scandaliied? 
Why have they icandaliaed Mberi and permilicd ihcnselves 
to be scandalired^ IT I had not forewarrsed Ihem Ihey would 
be less responsible, but nuw, of what will ihey excuse ihem* 
Selves? Their works will judge them on the bsl day* 

"Have I not given them the Holy Ark?” Here Jesus refers 
lu His Church. "Have 1 not helped Ihem by providing pasiors 
for them? Fven beyond ihal, I have noi ceased to shower 
miracles of love upon them, miracles whxh they have not 
known how to receive with a pure heart ' 

Here Our Lord speaks of the diflereni appariiiow in the 
world of the Blessed Virgin and of Himself, wherein They 
speak and warn us, even as they are doing al the present time. 

"My spouse, do you know who are those who have behaved 
in this way, Ihe ungrateful ones? They are all of ihose wtso 
have been marked with My redeeming blood in baptism aisd 
all those who have received the good tidings of the gospel 
and yet, they have not cared to stay withm My law. m the 


boiora of My Roman Caihobe, ApostoUc Church. Hence

of justice, by extending (he Legion of viciim souls, who offer 
themselves to My Divine Justice for all the others. 

"Among Ihose ungrateful souls from all nations and all 
races, even among the unfailhTul and deicldal race, there are 
sworn enemxs of My kingdom and perverse workers who are 
urtder the direct orders of ihe demon himself, and whose 
plans t shall make known to you. These perverse workers 
oppress their brethren, who, like ihcmielves, are linked to the 
bOAd of My redeeming blood, arvd they seek ihe kingdom nf 
My enemy " 

Then Jesus added, full of tenderness: “ThcK also I wish to 
save Such is the immense love of My victim Kcartr 

Here Jesus refers to ihose who, being Catholics, give them* 
selves over to Ihe enemy, by supporting his diabolical plans, 
in one way or another This ihey do for the sake of con* 
verwchce, or for any other reason. 

When Jesus ofTered lo reveal to me the plans of "the sworn 
eaenucs of His kingdom, those perrerse workers under the 
direcs command of the demon himself,'* 1 thought that Our 
I ord Himself would make ihit known to me: but it was not 
so. Rather, during those days, by a providential coincidence, 
to be sure, there came lo my harvds a book emit led Prowo/j 
o/ihe Chk/i offsrael. (This book 1$ better known as Proio- 
cofs o/lhf Letrntd FJdki o/ Zion.} After reading it, 1 under* 
stood Ihai these were Ihe diabohcal plans of which Jesus had 
spoken to me. Not long afterwards He con^rmed this fact. 

"borne arc seduced by senseless passion, while others are 
bhnded by error, Wheiher or not they are heretics, I desire to 
uiute all ^ them by convening them lo (he true faith of My 
doctrine, which exists only in the Church founded by Me, 
under Ihe scepter of My Vicar on eanh: because at the end of 
(be periods of lime (here must be only one fold under one 
single ^pherd. (Jil X. Id). 
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*'To l&bor in tbi» work, I desire to hjve tbe children of My 
Order, ihe most beloved Order of My Keen, the Order of 
victims. The cherished Order of My Heart will be under the 
mantle of Mary of Perpetual Help and under the evangelical 
rule of My servant, Francis of Asvsi. 

“With this kjion of faithful servants, and with she spread¬ 
ing of the offering of victim souls in ihc world, there wsU be 
an increase of sartclifying works in just souk through the 
meriu of My redaraplion. In tbe sight of My Divine Jwirc. 
all of these good works will be reprded as a paymenc of 
tbe debi incurred by the wickedness of the human race, and 
will also obtain many graces, before tbe day of final judg¬ 
ment arrives. For, when this lime arrives, 1 Who am no* 
the merciful vKtim, will then be an inflexible Judge ofjusiiee 
wiihout appeali 

“At that time t shall condemn the obstinate with the a> 
cursed ones. Far from being elevated to tbe triumph of wbieb 
they dream in their plans, they will be condemned lo become 
slaves of the king ^ hell, and this will last for all eiermiy. 

“However, I willjudge with leu rigor all those whomJOnd 
within the fold of My choun ones, and I will even be all love 
for those whom I shall find cloeelyibeliered under the mantle 
of Mary, and these will be Ihe nations and Ihe groups that will 
have chosen Her as Iheir patroness, and all the souh who will 
have most loved and served Her. 

'And I will cast a glance of exclusive prcdikotion upon ibe 
devotees of Her Perpetual Help, theee being the children of 
My Order, Ihe lagion of victim louls, and all those who will 
have assisicd and supported and cooperated in their works of 
unification, according lo the desire of My holy Mother and m 
keeping with the ardent desire of My Heart 

“Yet for a linle while longer I shall be with you as victim; 
but only a short lime remains. My beloved! It is necessary to 
make great efforts; it is necessary to be prepared, for the Iasi 
hour is not far distant. 

“1 have warned everyone about everything so that they may 
be prepared and not be taken by surpriK. The beginning of 
the end has already started and it u being realized now.

MeAjco» D. F. April E. 19^ 

STNCB I Itave been aaked to enumerate the meua|ea that 1 
have recently received from Our Lord, I am complyini. be* 
cauae I coculder it co be for Hii freater ^ory. 

] wlih to Slate that it has beea for many years, ever sinea 1 
was a little child, that Jesus used to speak to aa a greai deal. 
At ihat lima He told me that Kis Heart earnestly desired a 
reli|ious order of Atonement to be founded in Mexico 

He said that He had asked venous souls lo do this for Him. 
but that they had not done it. He also stated ihai ihu leli^us 
order would be closely related to Hu plant foribc salvation 
of souls. Our Lord weni on to say that it should be solemnly 
fourvded et the Basilica of Our Lady of Guadalupe, by the 
express mandate of the Pope. Our Lord instructed me at 
length coneerning ihia order. 

He also spoke to me regardini His plans for prepanni the 
end of the periods of time. Ke a»ured me that one of ibe 
main things would be that same itligioue Order of Atone¬ 
ment, which would have two branches: the feminine branch, 
which would be more contemplative than active; and the ffias* 
culine branch, that would be more active than coniemplaiive 
The latter would be composed of tireless missionary priesis 
throughout the world 

Their way of life must be established under e very st rkt ruk 
of poverty and humility. They should eurcise ihcir miniilry 
and apostolaie graluitously, as Jesus and His discipleadid. in 
Older to restore in the world the genuine spirit of the holy 
gospel, 

Tliese priesis must not have any prelacies or churches under 
theii own junsdlclioa. They must be huesble servants wtio 
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will obey tbe Pope with all loyally. This must be so because it 
is precisely these religious priests who will be most devoted to 
Hiu. who will defend the Church against error and schisms, 
laboring for tbe union of everyone within the one, true 
Cburcb. wbitis is the Roman Catholic, Apostolic Church. 

They will be, so ro speak, loyal soldiers of the Vicar of 
Chrui, soldiers who will do battle againsi the antichrist. These 
religioua piKslt end nuns must make perpetual vows of nd- 
herence lo the Pope, and alio of offering themselves to Divine 
Justice as viciims. In union with the divine victim. Christ. 

Well then, t have always kepi secret these revelations end 
whatever ehe Our Lord deigned to reveal to me regarding 
Ibis, as well as some mosi beautiful things about Divine Jus* 
ttce and Mhcr matters. I made them known only to my spiri* 
((Ml diiteiors. 

However. Jesus Himself has lectnily told me lo make 
known everything, because the day of judgment is drawing 
near, and also because the day of my death is at hand, and 
these thuigs should be known. 1 have spoken of this from the 
fini day that 1 sent the message of Maith 24ih ofthii year to 
I he magaunc Siitftta and to the Dl/Usora Manana. After I 
had done i hi i. Our Lord gave me to undersi a nd by K i a wo rds, 
that I should also publish all that He has told me in 
fornver years. 

Heace I must begin by writing what I have received from 
God in recent years, being more or less related to these main 
ihemev reparation, atonement, warmn|( about the day of 
judgment, etc. Although His Divine Majesty has elways 
spoken to me about Ihese things. He recently began to tell me 
that It was urgenr lo inform especially the Holy Father, that 
ihe final day of the periods of lime is drawing near. 

APRIL 24. 1965 

ON TKF morning of April 24, 1965. I attended Holy Masi 
which was being offered by my spiritual direcJor. At the tune 
of the Canon la Ihe Mass. Jesus came near lo me, causing me 
to experience His presence in a very sensible manner He put 
me outside of my seoies as in a state of ecstasy, and com* 
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m^nd^d me to tell my bishop so ihai he roighi inform the 
Holy Falher: that the foundation of ihe Order of Atoncmeni 
II urgently necessary^ because the day of final judgment U 
very near at hand, much nearer than many people think. 

Our Lord affirmed that He Himself will reveal Ihe day and 
the hour to I he Holy Father a I one. However, an unequivocal 
sign will be previously given to the entire world: ihe eonse‘ 
era'ed hosts fly to Vavrn, and that this will happen 
simultaneously in the entire world, ihey will disappear even 
front the hand of the priest celebratini Mass and from the 
longue of those receiving Communion 

When (his takes place, everyone cnusi be warned, for His 
second coming among us will then be ai hand. Our Lord 
assures us that this second coming of Hts will have to be on 
an Easter Sunday. 

He win first come as Master arid Saviorand will walk upon 
this earth again, even as He dM duriog the days alter Hit 
resurreciion and before Hit ascension into heaven 

At the lime when He comet lo prepare mankind. He will 
reserve to Kimtelf alone the celebration of Holy Mats He 
wilt enter even through the closed doon of houses By thk. 
He says, It will be known ihal Me is truly Christ, and r>ot the 
imposiors who declare themselves to be He iesut elanfied 
that it is for this reason He left us a sign in the holy gospel, in 
these words' 'As lig htning comet bout of the cast and eppear* 
cth even into the weti,” it will be known where He ii (Me 
XXIV, 2’), 

Our Lord also communicated that this iisibk permanence 
of His Will last only for a short lime. He will do this only lo 
give us an interval to correct our lives and lo repent of our 
sin« and of the abuses which we have made of His love 
and mercy. 

NOVEMBER It, i96S 

IN lhai same year, on November 11, 19d5, Oar Lord again 
insisted that I should write to my superiors once more, re¬ 
pealing the same things as before' that is, that it it urgently 
necessary to reabze the Work of Atonement, because end 
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of little is near and this Work should be His precursor iq 
( be workd. 

On my pan, 1 have always conscieniiouily sent these mess¬ 
age* as Jesus commanded, and 1 remain In peace, even though 
Ihe Ihings which Our Lord asks are not being accomplished 
by Hh cbildrctt Indeed. I do suffer, seeing that they do not 
give Him Ibal for which He pleads. Nonetheless, as far as I 
are coacemced. I remaia in peace. Truly, ( do wish to see 
Our Lord's desire futfilled: and for this purpose 1 offer all of 
ay saerirvees! Becauu sharing luch a deiire from the Heart 
of iosus HittuH is like a dagger that is cauiing martyrdom. 
Yet I offer it lo Him with joy, and even though I may depart 
from this world before thii desire of Jesui be realized, 1 hope 
to see it aecofli^iihed from heaven, and I even hope to help 
(hK eause even more then, than I do now! 

Now, Jesus wilii that this desire of His Heart be spread 
around to everyone. This is surely so as to interest all in ii. 
For if Shis Work is to be lYaliud. it requires that everyone 
help with whatever means he may have at hand, 

Perhaps U may require sending a general petition lo the 
Holy Father. Above all, this should be dona by Mexican*; 
foe we have been favored remarkably with these heavenly 
wacningi and divine supplications; because, as Our Lord once 
uid. He wishet "to uniie Rome end Mexko very closely" 
through "My most htriy Mother and the Work of Atonemeni, 
which ought lo be umversal." 


IN 1966 

ONE day in the month of July, 1966. as I was going down the 
street, pondering the necessity of undenaklng pre-vocalional 
sesMOAs wish groups of young people, Our Lord drew near to 
me. Very dearly He told me these words: "Nothing else is 
needed but to love and suffer (or My love." This was as much 
as to say thait. since ibe end of time is so near, that is all 
we really need to do: to love Him and offer sacnfices for 
His love. 
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During those same days of 1966 while *e were experMnc* 
ing some troubles artd difficulrks in our communiry, Our 
Lord said to me; “Do you not see (hai there is a oeed for soub 
who will yield ihemselveseompleiely to My ssiU? Mydaugh* 
ter. let Me do whatever I will with you/ This ts souethini 
mat Our Lord leeches me frequently. 

Again, ifi that same year of 19«, as 1 enured a church to 
assist at Holy Mass, ( felt very sad to sec so few persons 
present. Just then Our Lord said to me: “No one follows My 
doctrine any more No one remembers My words any hso* 
ger. It seems as though faith has been eairnguished upon 
the earth/ 

IN 1967 

SEVERAL times during the year 1967. Our Lord cold me ihai 
It was necessary that I should make arrangements towards the 
canonical foundation of the Work of Atonement io the Sa* 
silica of Our Lady of Ouadalupe 
The Blessed Virgin also spoke to me in this respect, mtbe 
month of DecernOer of 1967^ as I was contemplaiiogan image 
of the Blessed Moiher with Her Heart visibly e&pOKd on Her 
breast and Her hands extended in a gesture ^ proteciion. She 
said to me: “It is in this manner thal 1 shall cover Mesko with 
My maternal shadow; I will embrace her with Myaffectionaie 
efforis. I will defend her from the present and future snares 
of the devil. But I dcsire that very soon My foundation of 
Atonement be established! My daughter, insist, even though 
you may have much lo suffer!'* 

SATURDAY, JULY 13. i9« 

LAST year, on July 13, 196«, while I wis on a bus observing 
the im mo ra ill y of so ma ny people. Jesus d rew near to me and 
said very clearly. '‘These people arouse My compassion.* 
Then He re minded me of» hat He had toW me in 196$. I hat 
He would have to return and walk personally on earth among 
men, to teach them once more of what spirit they should be. 
Then, not with words, but by the infusion of a great clamy. 
He made me understand all that follows 


Pvst: shat He will come again, at He p romised H is disciples 
00 the day of Hu ascension into heaven. I undersiand that 
He will eonw soon, and He will walk among us just as He did 
during the forty days before He ascended into heaven. 

Cbnsi will come and preach Hit doctrine once more, so 
that the majority may be converted. Nearly all will be con* 
verted, as He duirei. Thus will the demon be defeated. At 
(hat (ioM the Jews and atheists will be convened, end schls* 
maiies will return lo the true Christian spirit. 

But before all of these things come to pass, we shall have to 
obtain ao great a grace by our acts of penance. This Is the 
reason it k so urgent to extend the Lc^on of vkilm souls, 
because this Legion will combat Ihe diabolical legion and 
the Antkhnit, who is already unkaihing his wirfare against 
the Church. 

Sftpndfy: 1 understood that during this period of time 
whee Jesus wiU visibly appear upon earth will be when ihr 
Aot/s wftf Jly to hMven, because He will then be present. 
During ihat time prkiti will not consecrate; only Jesus will 
have that right. Priests will fuinu their duties by adminisier* 
ing the other Sacraments; but only Jeiui will administer Holy 
Commvnion, Our Lord will celebrate the Holy Mass wher* 
ever He wills, and He will give Himself in Holy Communion 
wherever and to whomever He well knows will be properly 
dispel and worthy of receiving Him. 

I uodeniood that this would be done simultaneously in 
dilTercni parts of the world. It will be an unmlsiakable sign 
b«cai»e this aet will be made known Immediately by all the 
present means of communication, such as tekvision. the 
press, redio, etc. In this manrser. those who deceitfully arise 
calling themselves Christs will be shown to be liars. This is 
the reason Jeiui uys that this sign will be perceived "from 
east to wesr (Mall. XXIV, 27); for only He and He alone has 
the grace of ubiquity or omnipresence, because He is God. 

Tliai will be the happiest and most delightful period of 
lime. He will visit homes and communities, and those persons 
who are most forgotten He will shower upon Ihem Kis love 
and His coHoliog words to Mve them. 


Al iiin«s He will appear acn^ng Hk enemies, al cbe precise 
moment when they are secretly ploriing warfare againsi HU 
Church, fn this way (hey witi be converted^ because He will 
openiy reprehend (hem for all of (beir evil sebemes aod 
deceit*. He will do all of iheac things, because'’^heac people 
arouse My compassion." By tbat is coeani ihai we do bm 
undersuind how we ought to be, and He warns lo do even Ibe 
last thing possible for our salvation. 

Then all nadorts will recognize Kim and they wnll yield 
themselves to HiS doctrine and willglonry HU Dsvine Juuke. 
At that tine Chrisi will no longer be prescoi asa vUiios, bgi 
as a teacher, in order to (each us His dociriae for (he Iasi 
lime, before coming on the last day, when He shall cooe to 
cKamine all consciences and render final accounts with every* 
one, to judge alJ nations at the final judgment 
At first, He will govern all wiih thescepiet ofa priest, and 
afterwards as an eternal King, and He wiUcoadcnsD to eternal 
punishment the demons and the reprobates wbo refused lo 
yield to His love, and to observe the Ten Commandments and 
the perfection of the gospel. 

Thtnity; Then I understood those words of Chmi \n the 
gospel: "When the Sen of man shall come, do you think He 
will find faith on earth?"

StlNPAY, JULY (4. 1961 

ON Ihe following day, Sunday, ihc Uib of July, ei Ma»s ihc 
loipel in the liturgy was eboui tbe mulliplicatjon of ihe 
loaves, when Jesus told Hid diseiplea that *ihcsc pcoplearouM 
My compassion." (Mk. vin, 2) While \ was mediuting upon 
this pomi. { was able to understand the relaiion lhai ii had 
with those Ughis of the proceeding day. and I undcniood 
everychi ng m uch more c ka riy. Heh i ha i what bad bappewtl 
within myself yesterday was really a rev<lai»oi> of very ekv* 
ated theological truths. And ytt. new instghis came to my 
mirkd, such as the following 

I understood that when Our Lord comes again among man¬ 
kind, many prodipei will take place, because He will haw to 
vanquish the Antichrisi who will also work many miracles. 
Bui since Ihe prodigies worked by the Aniichrisi will be 
brought about by ihe help of demons, they will be surpassed 
and vanquished by the prodigies that will be performed by 
Our l.ord. 

For eKample. I understood that since He will return in His 
glorified and inianglble body. He will peneiiaie into houses 
without the need of opening doors. Then He will cause many 
buildings to tumble to the grouodi houses arid even ehurcbn 
that were constructed for vanity, or even worse sms. with ihe 
pretext that they were meant for Kis sernee. will fall He will 
prefer seme humble little chapels and poor iKtIe houses rs* 
peclally religious communities, while sumplisous ediTKes will 
be destroyed. Thus He will manifest that they were aoc pkas* 
mg in His sight. 

He will try to cause ill of us I o murn to the spirit of the 
gospel. I understood that this is the reason He used lo say 
while He was here on earth; “You know not ofwhai spirit you 
are." (Lk, IX, 5J). And that is why He will come now lo teach 
us of what spirit all of us who are Christians ought lo be. For 
He calls everyone to perfection, not only a few. This is the 
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reason He said these words and often repeated I hem; 'Be 
perfect, as your heavenly Father is pcrfecl." fMl. V. dR). 

Because the dociniK of the cross has been forgotten, many 
Cbnstiaos live lives that are mere pagan than Christian. 
They surround themselves with much comfort, and they grat¬ 
ify their sensuality as the pagaoi do. Now Jesus desires to 
restore among His baptized ci^ldren the doctrine of the cross. 
This is Hie desire because He wishes all to be saved; and they 
would not be tbk to attain salvation if He did not come to 
make ibis last efTon- -so to speak li is a final attempt, as it 
were, to taaeh us and assist us. 

Now there is a reason why Christ will reserve for Himaelf 
•lone the privilege of coaseeraiing His Body fiueharistically. 
and giving it to us chat we may receive It in ihe Sacrament of 
Hit love He says ihai He will do this because He is 'weary of 
seeing them comraercialue the Holy Mass.” I alto understood 
that by reiemng lo Himself alone ihe distribuiion of the 
Holy Eueharisi, many Merilegiout eommunions will be pre* 
venied. as He had toU me on other occaiioni. 

All of iheae things which Jesut will come lo perform among 
US will be done bfeousf vt arous* His eo/npasston. 

Al that lime He will warn ui because we have rebelled and 
refused to believe Hit words. Nothing »c greailyoffendi Our 
Lord at itwreduhty. He wills that we believe not only His 
words eoniained in the Holy Bible, but all the oihers which 
during the passing of lima Jetut hat sent ua through His Holy 
Mother and those which He Himself has brought us and 
continues bringing us. Thus He says (about these messages); 
“If they are noi contrary to My doctrine, there is no reason 
foe refusing lo believe them." 

Our Divine Lord has always complained about (his mcred* 
uliiy to this poor soul But all (hat I have been able to do is to 
suHer oa this aeount and offer this suffering lo Him. This 1 
do hoping ihai ii will be worthwhile in funhering His divine 
plans. God grant that this may be the time and the hour for 
everyone lo believe His warnings, His explanations given on 
the parables, etc.! 
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lnd««d, Our Lord has always loW >n« ihai He had pityaird 
compassion for all of us; but He aiso adds lhai»« do so( k( 
Him perform the good ihai He wishes (o do fox us, because of 
our rebelUon m refusing to believe Him. Jesus had freqoend) 
repeated that tbe sin of incredulity is a iin apinsi the Holy 
Ohosi, and, if men do eoi repent for havnag commitied ihu 
sin, (hey wiU not be forgiven. Rven though Our Lord desires 
to grant pardon for eaeb one of them, first ibeyiBUsi repeat 
end do penjQce. 

Many times He has confided His great love and merey to 
me. saying that the effect of His Justice is precUely lo hate 
me rcy ort the miM re ble. But t his is effcetivc with regard lo all 
kinds of sin, excepting (hat of incradultiy. Why is this so'^ As 
Our l.ord explains, this is so because the sin of incredulity is 
an offspring of malice and pride. It U a diabolical sin, tbe sin 
of Lucifer. This is the reason why Jesus calls the incredulous 
the followers of the devil, this aiio being the reuon why the 
Jew) have not been able to embrace ihe faiih, beeause they 
have invoked a mtledieiion upon ihensclves. Even so. Jesus 
says that He will come lo eonvinoe all the incredulous; and 
this cominj of His mutt take place before ihe final judgment 
takes place. 

For if the final Judgment were to lake place ai the present 
time, Our Lord says that almost “no flesh should be sa^ed * 
I Mi XMv, }2>, Some wouU be lou because of Ihe sin of 
unbelief, others because of their unbridled passions: ihe sins 
of lust or carnal pleasure, which begin with ihe bxnessof 
their unmomried senses: inger, revenge: haired: etc. Yet, 
Jesus always insists that nothing so greatly edfeods Him as 
incredulity. This is the reason why He desires to reiumemoni 
us; and this wi|] take place very soon. Because, in this second 
coming of His, many of His words that are wrillen in ibe 
holy gospel and recorded in the Old Testament will be fuh 
filled, h'onnsiance. Jesus says "The thoughts of many hearts 
will be revealed,*' (Lk II. 35>. It will be so beeause, when He 
comes, those who wiU be found by Him in sin will repeni and 
ihey will experience such a deep coDtrilion and sorrow for 
their sins that ihey will publicly confess them, and they will be 


converted. On tbe other hand, those who will obstinately 
resisi Him and the obstinate who wil) noi permit themselves 
to be saved by Christ in this His second coming will also be 
puUicly denounced by Him. Because of this hardly anyone 
will continue looking for Ihe things of ihls world, but one will 
seek In make use of ever>1hing in order to serve his Cod and 
his Redeemer 

I also uoderiiood that while ihis period of time will be one 
of the mosi delighiful for many, n will also be terrible for 
others. At (hat tiiiK there will also be many mariyrs who will 
be socnficed by the wicked, but Jesus will bring great comfort 
to His own At that lime also, the Blessed Virgin will permit 
many to see Her logeiher with Her Divine Son. 

It was also given me to understand that Jesus is weary, so 
to speak, of b«i ng left a) otK, e nclo sed in the tabernacles of the 
world, without being adored or visited. The reason for Kis 
dwelling with us is so (hai wc may keep Him company by 
adoring Him and listening to His words. There is where He 
desires sileni souls to approach and listen to His v«ee in the 
depths of their being There lie waits for all of us, that we 
eu) approach Him with much love, wiih all the love that we 
possess, and lell Him that we love Him, by our true acts of 
love, made not only by the Ups. but with the heart. 

FEBRUARY 22, 1969 

SOMFTIMES Our Lord communicates with me by means of 
words, and at other limes by means of conMpis and insights 
that are so deeply micitsc that they flood my mind with in 
iniellectual clarity that is overwhelmingly surprising. Il isen 
infused knowledge which causes me to understand many 
things. I clearly reahre that wSihout this grace I might never 
be able le understand them, 

t shell now iranKnbesome ofihe words and insights which 
t have wntien in some of my reeeni notes. It was the first 
Sunday of Lent itf this year, Kebruery23,1969, at the hour of 
terce. I wit on my wa y to M ass in t h« Church of Sa nta I sa be) 
Tola. Al the lime I was worried about several problems of 
our community, such as; the lack of vocations, economic 
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needs, etc. Suddenly I becdne 4n&r< of che pmence ot Jesus 
snd I he&rd His woMs with my physical ears. He said lo nei 

'*Do you now understand what I used to tell you when yoo 
were a little fill? Do you reenember how I explained that this 
Work of Mine would cause you many troubles? And that it 
would not be canontcally esiabUsbed until this k done by My 
Vicar? But lei none of you seek prelacies; nor should any of 
you seek money; rather, seek only souls and to accoaplisb 
My Willi” 

When Our Lord said this to me. He made me understand 
other words which He had told me before, rcfardinf ihe 
difficulties which His Work of Atonemenl would meet in the 
process of its establishment m Kis Church. While He rC' 
minded me of this, He made reference toother recent resTla* 
tions which I have already quoted and which ce«cent Ihe 
ihorineii of the time that itUl remains for the ruUHIment of 
the prophecies. *

I have noticed that I did nei make a mis' 
take: for then have been manifest proofs chat ii was urgenily neccis* 
ary lo do so, uKluding the fan that many souls have Men moved lo 
pray, lo aaiend rheir tivei, and lo do penance, and have been ex* 
cecdiagly realeui ia spreading iheie mciMgn. 

Due 10 (hk fact and to Divme PreviderKe, these words of Our 
Lord have retcMd many pJicei, noi oivly in my own country, but 
also in oiker ceuntnes. And they have already Men sent id ihe 
Pope This lime, however, sll that Hit Divine Majesty loM me is 
exclBin^ fv His Holiness. 

APRIL 22. 1969 

NOW I shall «nie how it happened this lime. Someone had come 
10 offer me a very dissreec means of sending all of the messages 
•liudy published, together with whatever else 1 wished, to Ihe 
Vatican. This was to be done through a very worthy person who 
«as about lo set out for ihe Vatican. This happened od Tuesday, 
Aprd 22, 1969. 

I was delighted at this offer and had already begun to prepare 
some pages, Od that same day, the 22nd, I had also recorded on s 
Upe-recofder some oiher points to be sent to His Holiness: I had 
recorded ibeie messages kneeling before the Blessed Sactament.

By this eaplanatiOA it will be undentood why I %as aloic m our 
cell, end kneeling I had knelt because, Having been depetved of (be 
graces gamed by assisting ai (he communiiy eacrciscs, (sougbi ibc 
grace of Our Lord's accepcing ibis littk act of imoe 
But I couW noi continue my breakfast, because I preseaily beard 
the voice of Jesus saying lo me' “Wnie for My MIoved VKar* 
Rising from my kneei, I brought iM typewrxei lO the bed, and 
listCKd for His dictation. 

I confess thai in my mind there wu the tbought (hai He would 
surely grant me the grace of sending everything to ihe Holy Faiher, 
yestrrdayi that is, through thai person whom those good people bad 
come in offer me. But ii was aoi so; for I immediaidy wmkfsiood 
that the present message was a personal one for His Hohaew 
I therefore wrote everything that Jesus dxiated to me, and when 
fic had finished, I felt (hat He was withdrawing silently, u if He 
wanted me to uiHlentand that something waa pendmgeo be finished 
later. Almost immediately, my nuns came seeking me above some 
busiiseu of the communiiy; and ii was imperative for me lo go oui 
10 tM city that day. So, before leaving the convent, I wch befeee 
tha tabernacle and said lo Jesus' “Dear Lord, my duly obliges me to 
go out.” 

Than, as a ioeuiion, I heard Jesus say lo me. *0e in peace lo yovr 
duly, My daughter, and tonight I shall await yoa" 

But yesierday was a very busy day, full of buauscas that required 
my aiteni lo n Asa result, I was away from Ihe conveoi all day. and 
returned lo the evening. And even then, my other doties inside kept 
me busy until 1:00 t.n. Asiooou I hadr>niahed whatlwudoMig. 
1 prepared to go to the chapek but I heard ihe vesee of Jestu Who 
said to me: 'Co and rrrt now. SufTicient for each day is Ms own 
care.” (Mi vi. »). 

Yesterday, although I was engaged in Ibe affairs dcaaaded byay 
duly, wherever I went f fell the presence of Jesus Thisitcanainly a 
believable fact; for since 1 am ill and in need of atieoUon. f dal not 
feel any indication of illaess u 1 ordinarily do when f negtert al* 
tending this miserable body. On the contrary. 1 fell osyself fwl cd 
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physical tinngih, which is ooi natural lo roc, in view of tM pro< 
longed dins that 1 mai observe. 

This u uiK, deipiie (be fact (hat I ordinarily require various 
biTsds of arteations: even tiiough I myself attend to all of these 
personal needs. On the contrary, yasterday 1 was out until very late 
without taking any oiedMane; nor did 1 have tunc for the few min¬ 
utes of rest whKh are normally indiipensable to ms. And 1 had no 
lime to eat uatU neatly us o'clock in the evening. After that, aa I 
bate already iedieatcd, leoniiniMd to work in (he convent until late 
at nigiri 

1 have desued to saptesi this fact, because it was a sign that Our 
Lord gave me that pkystcal cMrgy oit this occasion, feitdes this, 
all day loog I was aware of the echo of Hii voice, as a locution. 
Above all, this vo<ce of Jesus was durest when I spent a few 
nsemcKi alone in a church, on tM bus. or In any other place where 
I had to go Thu clar voice of Jesus was most notable when ) 
MSited the church called Pona Coe) I flat in for Ciiie of Heaven), 
when Ow Blessed Mother of Perpetual Help is venerated, and I felt 
more strongly i be preeeace of heaven There I reyoiced exceedingly, 
becauK it seemed to me that His l>ivine Majesty was assuring ma 
somehow that He would pant me the grace to place this meiaaie 
iHo the bands of our Holy f atber, the Pope, and that our Blessed 
Mother will accompany me until then. Indeed, for on this particular 
oceaisea, the message is speoaLly for him 

Moaatbelets, yesterday I understood and at ihii present moment ( 
more ckarly iraiue, that I must seket a few paiiages from this 
message lo ihc Holy Father, and make ihem known, so iliai the 
world will kam what it should do regarding tM related plane of 
Ood For these are transcendent matt ere that concern all Christians;

This Work will give Me • 
l egion of victim souls who will assist Me in coaquering the 
world. Ail this win eiiraci many towards My Church, and (o 
My beloved Vicar on earth. This Work should precede My 
second advent, which is now near at hand, My beloved soa. 
Because in Ihis second advent I wish to estabbah order in My 
Church, so torn asunder by diabolical plans wluch even some 
of My sons within it are collaborating wish, who were r«* 
deemed by My passion and My blood; both priests and laily. 

I shall give you more precise eounaeis. My ton, so you will be 
attentive to them. Meanwhile, prepare your heart | 

shall come to you very soon to fortlTy you for (ha baltie. 
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(Paragraph omitted—privaia communication to Paul VI.) 

“SumaoD to order My priests who have strayed; likewise, 
the bisbope aod archbishops, cardinals, and your secretaries.

And your predecessor 
they used as an insirumeni for their plans. It matters not if 
you suffer, My son. because he who follows Me must pass 
where I passed when I came from the Pither to the earth. 
Only by ihe cross will the kingdom of heaven be reached, 
since the human race lost the preternatural graces. Now, 
having Me at Ihe Head, they must reconquer these graces. All 
these who yield themselves to My way of the cross and suffer¬ 
ing will be blessed for all eiemiiy! And I have chosen you for 
this great gifi. When you hive given to Me your Itfe. 1 will 
permit an anti*pope le be introduced; but it will be during 
this nmc that 1 shall come and shame and denounce him, to 
destroy him with the breath of My mouth. You shall then 
return with Me to the earth. When I return as Judge, in My 
third advent, you will be at My right, proclaiming My just Im. 
You will beatilKbeadofaJIMyfailhfutvkari. There, in the 
moment of solemn judgment, it will be seen how some of My 
vicars were not loyal and how some were waiting for this day

“You oust try lo restore order to My Church, m the Integ* 
ricy of Uw faiib aad ia morels. Oevem with My ecepterl Do 
not fear seventy, because it is now needed, and ii is preferable 
lo unmask the hypocrites, ralher than to leave them in My 
Helds sowing discord The time has come when nothing should 
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b« concealed, My $on. Fi^hi for and with Me! lam with 
you My virtue shall animate you, because ] knowyour soul, 
your rectitude, your zeal and your chanty; for tbis reason I 
love you above all My sons. 

PARAQRAPH tV. *Because men are ool faithfol to ibeis 
duties, because ttooMD are neiibcr letf-deoyinf ttot (hous. 
because chiklren are not subject to their elders-for Ibesc 
reasons families have degenerated. Because My consecrated 
souls are net pure and loyal, because My prksu do not warn 
to be humble, poor and raortifsed, because bishops do not 
want 10 be pastors of souis, but wate-<R^ts, because yov 
have been too indulgent and liiud—My beloved sow. becauae 
of all these things the world is travelling towards tis perdition! 

PARAGRAPH V. "if they do not amend themselves, and 
repent and do penance for their ilns> I will abandon them to 
their capnees until the end. I will refuse them the grace to 
return to you as iheir teacher, and thus, afier a tragic eenup* 
tion, 1 will come and throw all of them into bell' Bui I desire 
to save them all Obey Me, My son. and make MyehiWren 
obey, and above all things, My commandments must be 
observed; and as soon as possible, establish the Work of 
Atonement in My Church, following in everything the plans 
that My little one will show you, for I have chosen her as 
My messenger.'

!h<m. Remember that I know how to speak in (May ways 
The ordinary way is to the conscience, without the sound 
of words. 

" With rega rd t o a gene ra I prografli of life, so that they may 
belong to My lagion of victims, My LcgieAof Atoacment' 
in that respect also everything is simple tei all of you be|iA by 
gMrm up tin. 

'*My daughter, this means that they must begin by ancri* 
ficing something,,.this is a croesI Thea. they muM coniiaue 
by practicing My doctrine faithfully...thsi isaleo a croes! And 
this ends with ihe last breath of tbeir physical life, also m tbeir 
personal cross. By living In hu PTOM in hts particular state of 
life, everyone must constantly strive to overcome himselfaad 
advance In the praciice of virtue. Thtrt h no othf*poihnty! 

"This IS what I have often repeated lo all of you siace I 
came down to the earth and made Myself like you, in order to 
leach you the sure way, wnihoui false lUttsloos, You sbouM 
all, therefore, follow My example end My doctrine. Thu is 
an obligation for all, My daughter. No one will be able to 
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this obbgalion if be wants to belong to My chosen ones, 
of ygy (hould work not only for your own sanctifiea* 
9m. but also for ihat of your other brethren. This should be 
done not only by teaching ibero My law and My gospel, but 

S oflenng your owa selves tn raparauon, so that the debt to 
vine Justice may he repaid in you. For, as 1 have often told 
you tfiU alonf Is eherilyl 

-In the measure that o&e is generous, taking upon oneself 
I he I mi of others and atoning for them to Divine Justice, in 
that measurt one obtains abundant fruit for the eternal king* 
dam, for My kingdom/ 

-And after you have done all of this, you will have done 
oelhing more than what you were supposed lo do from the 
beginniag ll w preeiMly because human beingi have for* 
gotten thu miaion, that the world has been perverted. Be* 
csUK the debt is great before My Father and you have left 
Me alone to carry tbe weight of your sins. Now, ifyoufman* 
kind) do net ru^ to form My Legion of Atonement, of victim 
souk, eienusl perdiiloft awaits ibe greater number of you. 

“I have always Instructed you in this doctrine: and, do you 
see how It it (hat you now ask Me again the very tame things 
which you have already learned so well? I allow you to be 
disturbed now by this feeling of unceruiniy so that you may 
tell all of them ihai they must begin by the cross, continue 
with the cfoa, and end with the crou! There ii no cross, if 
they give ihemMlvei free reign unrestrainedly to a dissipated 
life and even less if they lead a soft and indulgent life. After 
tiknee and prayer, it is necessary to maintain a spirit of sacci* 
free coniiantly. All doctrines that tend lo separate you from 
the cross, from sacrifice, and from recollection end prayer, 
are sophisms. 

'‘Because there is a lack of recollected souls, t cannot give 
tbera Hy inspirations, and beeauM they lock this grace, (hey 
continue lo fall into other misfonunes Imposed upon them by 
(he enemies their salvation, the world with Its vanities, the 
flesh with its passions, and the devil with bis cunning and 
deceit. And for this reason, nearly everyone b spiritually en- 
feeUed, mentally confused. and weak in resisting any ternpta* 
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lion; and thui the)' continue faUini iaio impenitence, until 
they tcBch the point of fioel impeniienee. 

"My daughter, ensiver them no« with ihu diteourse, and 
con fees to them the deficiency which you younelf experkoctd 
during these day^ of excessive occupation, elihcugh you were 
engaged in etTeirs pertaining to My service: hut I haw per* 
mit ted you to fal IJ ust a little, so that once more you may haw 
pereona! experience of the great need there is of siksce aiKl 
prayer, to avoid deviating from the path ofeterrtaJ salvaiioo, 
“Wirri regard to other methods for iocreassnf ihetr urvder* 
standing about how victim souls should be, they already have 
the booklet approved by My beloved son: The c/ 
heiim Suuh and the Offering /o DlvOte Jutiiee ia union with 
Me. All of this doetrirvc u contained wiihiatbOK pages You 
know that, My daughter." Amen,

l»d troubled for sewral dayi, alibough I was itrugghni within 
•tneV In order nor to lose my tranquillity and spiritual peace. 

•iince my hcilib gro*< werH. 1 have been dispensed from reciting 
Ihf praises of the t.ord In choir. So It was that this morning the 
mirn weat to the choir and I ramakned in the kiHcben. There I 
loincd ayaeH spiriiualy to their praises on this great day on whkh 
we eonmemoraie Use glorious Asaumpiien of out Bleued Mother 
into heaven, in body and soul. As I have said, I was feeling dU« 
tressed, when suddenly I heard within my soul the voice of Jesus, 
saying ’Ut nothing trouble you, M> spouse." , .

It will be enough for (hem lo 
Mke an set of eontriiien ai the hour of deain But if ib«y should 
d« tuddeiJy. havint no lime lo do this, they wilt go to purgatory, 
and their sms will be forgiven them in bonoc si ib« fact that IM 
glorveus Hutnaruiy of ^nst and of His Holy Mother entered 
(HO heaven. 

'Write, My daughter. People should not go lo look for Me 
at Carabandal, as many of them do not go with Ihe right 
spirit, and I Oee from those places where the bad spirit infil* 
irates. 1, your Mother, keep waich overall human beings, 
because all of you. My child, are My children by means of 
human inhcritanc*. Tell them, ehcieforc, that they must rec* 
olleci themselves in their homes and pray. Tha more recol* 
kcied their lives become, and the more they withdraw from 
Ihe noise of ihe world, ihe more I shall mamfeit Myself to 
ihem in Iheir nuHt 

*Tell Ihem not to seek wiih vain curiosity ihai which is 
sensational. Rather, kt Ihem hide themselves from worldly 
sensation. This message is for those who believe in My appar* 
iiions. Let ihem not seek any other warning than ihai which 
,My Son pve ihem through you, during Leni of this year. 
They must seek 10 gain the grace of the miracle! And this can 
be attained, as My Son has loM them, ihrough virtue, prayer 
and penance. This is whai My Erst children did, while I yet 
laved here below, in My mortal body, with them, for we used 
to hade away in order to pray. 

'But firsi of all, they must deanie ihclr souls from siri, 
make a licteere and coniriie confession, and keep Ihemselves 
in the stale of grace, so lhai they may be abk to receive My 
Son in Holy Communion, for He yearns to give Himself to 
everyone, lo all of them! 

'Both He and I desire that all of you should fight, even as 
Michael and has angets are fighting at present, against your 
enemies, who are Ihe falkn angels. For according to the 
dmne plan, Ihey hair been granted che permisssion to iry 
human beings Theiefore you. my children, must also fight, 
while wilhdrawiog t'ourselves from deceitful pastors and false 
prophets. l&sUt. My daughter, in telling women that they

in customs, in u>ords and in their ihcuthu. On ihe contraiy. 
on (he last day I shaU not be abk to obtain for Iheoi ibe grace 
of repentance. But at the present tune, certainty they will 
obtain it if (hey listen to My words aad obey My Son and 
His Vicar. 

'But iasiit before the Vicar of My Son. and tell hin that be 
must act according to the meuages and inspirations that We 
are giving him. if he does not wish to faU from the subbme 
grace that has been decreed for biro, precisely (or hsm. in 
ihii hour. 

“My daughter, urgently transcribe all lhat you hat'e re* 
ceived since your childhood, so ihai it may be ktsown >n all 
Ihe confinei of ibe world. 

“And now, write for youth, for the young people whoa 
you love so much, and for whom you have offered yourself in 
ransom, Tell them. My daughter, lo stop using immodest 
dress, under penalty of not Nmg recogruMd by Me as My 
daughters on the Iasi day. Bui they must do this qukkly! 

“Tell the women who have been perverted by the loi ofim* 
purity, that [ can still receive them and obtain very great 
graces for them, from our Ood who ii love. 

“While My Son remains as a vwitn, all can obtain for* 
gjveneis and be privileged with the htgh vocatioo of divine 
love, even if they have already sinned very moch. Tell them 
lo slop seeking low and filthy things. They must live a human 
life, lhat is. by permitting what is spiritual to prevail ever chat 
which is corrupt and carnal. Very few persons still have ibe 
vocation to mainraony according to the divine plans, because 
they have made bad use of it. 

“They roust consecrate themselves lo divine love. Many 
men and women must make this consecralioni And you, 
show them how happy is the person who overcomes tbe things 
of the flesh and lives here below even as the aogels. Thus did 
My Jesus live; thus my chaste ipouK ioeeph Lved. and ihai Is 
how 1 always lived, without soiling our souls or our bodies. 
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They should live pure lives because My Son cannot remain 
With carnal men. He loves purity. Although He has given to 
the human being the right to enjoy human love and pleasure, 
(hat nght has been convened into a negative one for man* 
kind, siftce tbe first wedded couple sinned in ihe beginning. 
Now, that right can only be Itclily used under the moral 
norms of Ibe law promulgated on Mount Sinai and ratified 
by the very first laws of the Church. That is, my daughter, 
the laws whkh the Vkar of My Son calls: primitive sources. 
Therefoie. My daughter, tell this to them. Repeal Ihls lo 
eveiyone. 

“As lo the priests who hive sinned, who are silll unning. 
and who warn to continue sinning; ki them repent and do 
penance. If they do this, another vocation will be given to 
them, one that wiU also be great. However, all of ihem who 
have stained ihemselves with the low things of the world and 
of the flesh must never again celebrate ihe holy myitenas of 
the Mast! Never again in iheir lifetimel 

“How, I shall give you a message for My brethren of race 
and blood, that is to say, the Jews. My daughier. Tell them 
ihii I hey must make peace with the Church of My Son as 
quickly as poisibkf That they must obey the Vicar of My 
Son! They must believe in My Son; believe that He is our 
Savior, our Master, our Redeemer! They must believe that 
He IS the Messiasi Let them fait to their knees adoring Kim 
in the fiks&ed Sacrament of the altar! 

“They must make reparaiion to Divine Justice, asking for¬ 
giveness foe their incredulity and their malice. Let them con* 
fees tbeir great sin of incredulity before the whole world artd 
(heir malice of having lived always seeking the vain kindgom 
of this world, or belkWng lhat they ere (he privileged race. 
Let them make this open confession and be bapitted in Ihe 
Church of My Son and fulfill all Ihe laws of our God and 
Lord Who has fiaed Kls gaze upon this iitik portion of Ihe 
e«nh. Lei them do this so lhat we may soon be able to lake 
all of you to heaven, to sing a new hymn: the hymn of the 
justice of our God!* Amen.

ANTECEDENTS 

ON (btf day. Monday. September 29. I9B9,1 have received a new 
message fton my Jesus, commaiMing ma to wrtie. laymg: “Tell 
Ihw lo the eatire world ’ Therefore, I obey onco roore. since this ii 
Ihe reason wby t have been sent by Hire to be His ponavoe. I hope 
that this message wUl resch the hearts, and not ortty the ears of tne 
body. Abo. I trust that it will not give risa locurjoiily or any other 
vita movcmenia, but nay inspire obedknea to the vcmc of Cod. 

I shall ROW expUn how the message was given to me this lime. 
Dbruig these latter days. I have bean annoyed by a great affliction 
of spirit Almost always, this stale of soul is a presage of b visit 
from Our Lord. Yesterday, mere than ever, I was thus suffering a 
great deal, and even physically, bacause of my ill-haalih On the 
other hand, I felt an ardent seal that souls iBigbt pay attention lo 
the rcKeraied calis of our God, so that each iiMindual might amend 
bis life. 

Ccnain persons desiring to help me somehow to publish the 
words of Our Lord which 1 have received since I was a child came to 
offer me their aervseei. Indeed, the time is passing and I hive net 
been able to pubhsh Ibem yei. Se ti was that I told these persons 
that It would r>et be poteibte to do ihts qukkly. because it is also the 
wdl of my Jesus, (hai I should perscrtally make a clean copy of these 
Mies wiMh I lUve preserved from ether lintes.

I was about to kneel near the 
typewrxer aad hsten for His dictaiiofi, but He said: "Not juii right 
aow * So I aroK aod went to my ordinary work in rilence, as is the 
ewstOB la our community. After Ihe bell had rung, as I was pre- 
parieg lo eai my brsakd’isi m our cell, Jesus returned a sd drew nea r 
(0 me. I say aaar, beoause I felt His presence even though 1 did not 
M« Him Tbeo He began ihe diciaiion. This lime Jesus spoke lo 
me very st^ouily. TiK flrsi thing whkh He said wss ibis; 
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THE MESSAGE 

“TELL ihe eniire world: Your MivtUM bos iit utuliog your' 
selves (o ihe Work of Atoneaent, tbs dosi beloved Work of 
My Keen 

Tben He wta silent. In (he meknbme. I ubed Him toei> 
plein bow this should be done, beetusc people frequently nsk 
me ebout it. Then Jesus tdded the rest of ibe mcsupe, thus: 

“It Is Id this Work that «U of you will find the wenpoes with 
which to conquer your enemies 

Then He was lUeni afaln. It seemed as though I vms po^ 
lesied by a light whkh was rnaking enc undefitand peifeeily 
what Jesus wm then dkiatini lo me Thai as to say. ewn 
before He told rrve what follows, I had an inluiiioa of It. That 
was the way it was as He told me. ((be raanacr in wbieb 
individuals may unite themselves to the Wotk of Aionemeai 
IS as lollowB}: 

“Ey imitatini and living according to ihe shield wfateh I 
have given to It, 

"By conseeratinj themselves: (a) To My Heart, promising 
Me to be meek and humble; (b) To tbe Kean of My Blessed 
Mother, Who is ihe Perpetual Help of all those who invoke 
Hen (e) To My rQsier>faiher, Imitating his virtues of humble 
and silent guardicn of the family: (d) To My servant Francis, 
seraphic in love, intrepid leader In Ibe struggle against (he 
world, the devil and Ihe (kih; lover of holy poverty, bumble, 
sweet and charitable with bis brethreo; peoilenl and a lovor 
of prayer," 

Here again, Jesus kept lUeoce. Meaawbilc, t was experi¬ 
encing mental claniy so as to think and to compare these 
words with others, similar lo them, which only yvslerday kept 
recurring to my atind all day. At that time, 1 did not consider 
them to be a revelation. Now. however. 1 uodersiand bow 
true are the words of Saini Paul (l( Cor. Ul, 5), that not ooe 
good thought that we may haw la ours, but that H comes

Accordini to what I have been lauihi all my life during so 
many years now past, what Jesus says means: that He is 
exhorting aouls to join the Ufioe of victims, to offer them- 
telvea spontaneously, voluntarily tod generously. Tbcrefore, 
(his can be done by all those persons who. in one way or 
another, are compelled by their lives to carry heavy crosses. 
This is what Our Lord wishes to lell them: that ihey should 
embrace their sufferings willingly, in order to rescue our 
brethren from evil pethwtys. Thus shall we bnog them to 
repentance by our acts of reparation and penance. 

After a while. Our Lord eontioutd by saying lo me: ”U is I 
Who speak to you. I Who am your Redeemer and Masierl 
Withdraw yourselves from false pasters and false propheisl I 
am now repeating this to you: but I shall not repeal It many 
more timesi Flee from those doctrines which dlTTer from 
Mine! Be firm in faith and in i he holy trad It Ions! Butdoooi 
seek to defend them by belligerent movements. My kingdom 
is not of this worldl 

"Be perfect as your heavenly Fiiber is perfect? If the world 
hates you. keep in mind that it hated Me before it haled yowl 
(Jn. XV. IS). If the world persecutes you. remember that it 
persecuted Me first! <Jrk XV. 20) Blessed will all of you be if 
you learn to suffer with patience when being lacriTiecd. if you 
offer your lives as I offered Mine for all of you? Do not 
return evil for evl). (Rom Xtl. 17). 

“Again, to all I repeal: Be faithful imitators of Me and of 
the models which the coat of arms ofMy Work of Alonemesn 
offers you. This is the only way in which you will be able to 
offer a worthy service to My Church, which is a kingdom of 


peace and holy justice! Preach this doctrine, all of you. and 
(each It by your example, and I will be with you from now 
until ecenuty. Thus will you possess the kingdom of heav«n 
aad obtain (he conversion of the obscinau 
**1 cannot remain aiih those who conraminate ihemsekv«s 
with un, nor amid hatred, nor revenge, nor wars, nor insur* 
rections, norworldliness, nor attachment to the riches of this 
world Lay up treasures in heaven! {Lk xn,13). Help Me in 
rescue from vice those of your brethren who are lost in errors 
and false doclrinci! But do U by means of meekness and 
good eumpW. teach them the iruih so that they may return 
like the prodigal son in My parable and do penance

Ai this point. Our l.ord once more kept Silence. Mean* 
while, J was weeping and could not aee the paper any more I 
fdt my bean oppressed with sorrow.

Heart IS waiting for you! Wawhandprayl (Mi xxvi.4l). Be 
prepared! Think how t have reKued all of you with My 
Blood, and that it is for all that 1 remain as a vietini in the 
tabernacles But time is pressing, and you do very liitie of 
that part which corresponds to you, without which you can* 
net go lo heaven in order to live eternally in the love of the 
Father* Love truly one anolherl” (Jn.

Here Jesus made along pause; then He proceeded: "I Insist:

R«th«r. fur those who 
snatch eternal saivaiion from you! Be good, as your heavenly 
Father u!

M). sounded jvrfeetly new to nve 
That IS to say. tbey resounded tn my ears as a loving expression of 
Our Iwd 

And. as usually happens on such Kcasions, being completely 
gvsksned. I jumped to Ihe floor and prosiraled myself, full of 
jey Then, wiihout seeing Jesus, we began a dialogue in the follow- 
iag manner 'You ai« coming me now. my Jesuf?" 

*Ko. you wil be here below still a htlle while longer, but nowjust 
a bilk whik, I oonse to tell you something that is very lokmn. 
Prepare yourself to hslsn to Me arsd to write, but not at this mo¬ 
ment AriK and go to your duties * 

I arose, and the first thing that I did was to go and see what time 
ss vms It was just then 16 minutes after 2'O0 in the morning I felt 
the pruience of Jesus there in our cell, even though He was quietly 
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sitfnce, until 1 uas ready lo work, ti is casloBuiy io our 
rule. I make iKis observation, so ihai ibe peal delicacy of Our 
Lord may be seen and how He respectsibc rules.abovealC sntbow 
a doubi. reli|ious rules and thoae required of us by good nauen. 
Jesus adapes Himself lo ibose duoes for iseo days we bave had in 
ihis house a food and reliabk penoa vuiiiac bere; for her lo rest. 
«« allowed her a room adjoinini our cell aad the chapel. Site is a 
la^ who works lireleuly for H^y Mother CIraerh, as aa apowk. 

Thus. U was because of chU eircumsiance thai Jesus kept siknee 
fi^ a raihcr loeg whik after He icM me to rise When ii iwas nearly 
live o’clock in the aomisg, He eoamaodcd cm as foMows ~Oo to 
your cell and wnte.” 

THE MESSAGE

After I had written these points, Jesus once more kepi 
silence; then He remarked: 'Do you know why I make use of 
you? ^cause you are little, and you have given yoursetf over 
to Me from iha beginning.' 

"Lord, tell me in what does ihis eonsisi'*" 

"Do you remember hew al ihe beginning, I lold you that 
you should always remain liltle, because tl the kast move* 
meni of pride, f would cast you very far away from Me*" 

Ii is true thai many years ago Jetut said ihis to me, inviimg 
me to practice the virtue of humility, for I am not humMe 
Bui He taught me how lo acquire Ihis virtue, at kasi as faras 
ii It humanly possible, and that is, simply, by praci>cin| ii for 
the love of Him. 

Yet, even so. I confess ihai I am not yet humbk. For this 
reason, now that He said that I have 'remained link" I said 
to Kim; “My Jesus, but You see that ( have not acquired this 
vi rtue,'' And when I was sayi ng this lo H im. I begao to doubt 
ihai it WAS Jesus Who was speaking to me. Then He said: 
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“Remembei that you make Me suffer when you doubt that it 
IS ( Who speak to you." 

Jusi then I felt upon my forehead a caress from His hands 
in a manner which is an unqucsiionabk sign of His presence, 
because years ago He used to favor me a great deal with this 
grace, then He added. "My poor little onel You are indeed 
very little ...that is why I have selected you; and I sustain you 
ie My own Kean, so that ihe devil may riot up&ei you. But 
this is why I shall come soon for you. Prepare your heart." 

Then, since 1 was crushed in spirit, weeping and prostrated 
beside our bed, Jesus said to me once more: "Tell the entire 
world, My daughter, that they cannot please Me if they do 
not begin by being humbk. I have servants who ire faithful 
lo My doctrine, but that is only to preach it and defend it; not 
lo practice ii Tellihem lo humbk themselves! For only the 
humbk can pkate Me." 

During thOK moments when Jesus was saying these word* 
10 isw, He Himself permitted me lo ihink of certain pcrioni 
I may not mention their names here, because It would be 
Imprudent. Then Jesus said. "Yei, those souls, My daughter, 
■ad ail need to be humbk, so ihai their services may be 
pkasing lo Me " 

"I nrd, and that clamor before Your Vicar may ii be like 
the great pilgrimage which has already been Indicated?"

Then, lull of Joy. being a (ready onmyknees, I began to kiss 
the floor, telling Him from the depths of my soul to receive 
those kisses as a demonstration of my gratitude for those 
wolds He had come to tell me. Because only yesterday I 
myself was somewhat peipkxed about that imliative of which 
I had read in a certain biochute. 

Presently, as a gesture of kave>iaking, Jesus once more 
catessiQgly placed His hand upon my forehead.

Alio, the iiulstence of Qod Our Lord m cboeung Moees to be 
Hi* mediarorcaught my attenrion very greatly Eves thoogh Moses 
fell very imeompetert for such a poeiiion, as he realy was. Ood 
chose Him This fact causes me lo recognire that the Almighey 
Lord almost always employs this economy, (o n>ake pioduetivt that 
which has no us^ulness.

I am disposed loface any danger, risk or 
shame, m order to execute whatever You may deign to order me to 
do. ta favor of Your greater glory and for the good of my brethren." 

Jesus said lo me ‘Open tbc book to Oruietonomy.' 

I opened i( and began to turn the pages When I tcaehed page 
XH. Jesus said 'Read ilut chapter.' 

It was Chapter xxxii, rTbe Fropheue CaatKlc of Mores - While 
1 wav (cading it, Oar Lord said ^Cominue.' And ihus I read on 
until I reoehed page 20$, whe<e Oupier xxhivends: -The Dralh 
of Moser > 

When I had finished reading ihti. Our 1 ord said to me: "Cleie 
Ibe book and make a note of (his sequence that you have had with 
Me. After that, meditate a litik whik, without dtiturbing your 
flwnd with any other thought.' 

In these momeott, ihca, I am obeying and I im going io make the 
meditation mdieated by my Lord, so beloved! Blessed may Me h«l

Vihik mcdtuiing upon cTbe Prophetic Canikk of Moses,» I 
noticed the passage (v |g>Ml where he predicts to the Iriaelites that 
they would be ^prived of the supremacy before Ciod for iheir 
prevarKationa and their nilign hearts. 

At this pouit. twaifyied withafeelmg oftenderdeir for this race. 
fn< It IS fr«a amoAg them (hat Jesus assumed HesH and blood. 

Then, wiibowi thinking. I asked Him intimately "Musi this be 
fulfilkd unavoidably uMil the end"’ 

And contrary to what Oui Lord if w ont lo do vit h me (He ha rdly 
evur likes to aaswer ny questions). He now replied to me: 


THE MESSAGE 

"MY daughier, «U My peopk ihai they must repent and slop 
peraecutini the children of My Church! Lei them change 
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their miAds and tubtnii lo My aev law» the law of My gospel, 
whkb b Ihai whieb I have given to My holy Church; because 
ouisKk of My Church there Is no salvaiion." 

Immediiitely afterwards, Our Lord said lo me once more: 
^pen ihe booh lo plate 45." 

1 opened the book and there was a colored image or palm¬ 
ing of the Blessed Virgin when She was a child. In ihi 8 plctu re 
Mary it sweeiiy silling on the floor, wiih some kind of manual 
week on Her knees. Her little hands are joined in an altitude 
of prayer Her eyes, raised lo the heights; and nine Mule angeke 
are crowning Her. that is. only their faces. All of ihis is ob¬ 
served as though ii were through a eunain. On one side. She 
bat several tewing instruments and a book; on the floor there 
•re a basket and a piieber, bui with a Hower vase containing 
roses and LIks The liile of ihc picture reads thus: oThe 
Blessed Virgin as a Child.» by Francisco Zurbarin. It ii from 
the Metropolitan An Museum in New York. 

Jesus has repeated to me some words which He had told 
me not long ago: 'My Mother always lived In a state of 
eonstani adoration." 

I I But now He told Me: 'This picture has earned for its 
I author eternal Mlvaiion and ihai of many other souls. Try to 
I reproduce u and to spread it among others, and to teach how 
i link girls ought to live: in imitaiion of My Mother, in adora* 
sioo and recollection. Even while en|a|ed in work, My Mother 
used to be in prayer always. There is a need for pious, modest 
and holy women, so ihai there be a chaste generation. My 
daughte I Tell ii thus to the e ni ire world; above all, th is mess* 
age IS directly intended for the schools.” 

Here igain. I Questioned my Jesus end He answered me: 
"Lord, what relation have Ea^us and Deuteronomy, which 
You have made me read, with the situation of the world? 
What have You wanted to tell me. or to indicate, by making 
me read them now?" 

This wus Kis reply 'I have used and continue using 
patience in bearing with human beings. And 1 will continue 
to do so; but sell aL of them that they must strive to give up 
the life of vice and nn. Let them read ihe Holy Bible: above 




all, Ei;o4u&, until the death of My fteai prophet, Mo»n, 
Ihroojh »hom 1 gave them My very flm commandtneou, 
which have not been derogated, but rather coBTiniied. by 
My gospel. The pre<epi» of the Old Testament whkb I gave 
through Moses, I came down to perfect them with My law of 
grace and love. 

“Yet, My children continue lo provoke Me to anger ..and 
this wrath shall fall upon them soon. And such wiU befaU 
those who are stubborn aod who do not amend their lives. 
ArM it will fall upon My race, if they do not detest their unt 
and their incredulity; and if they do not humble themselves 
and become once more My people, I wUI detest them forever. 

"Remember, My daughter, that I have always taught you 
that, on the Tnal day of the periods of time. MyjusiKt ihall 
be exalted and gloriTied as much with the yiist nsan who wtll 
be saved, as with the reprobated one who will be condemned 
forever into everlasting fire with the falkn eageb. IMi. XkV. 
SI). Now, lei all of you be alert, because great signs of My 
power and holy vengeance will take place very soon, iusi as 
in former times, now and forever 1 am the Almighty, and I 
will punish the stubbornness of My tMl ehUdren, becauK I 
will not lokraie them forever. And wiih this. ii is enough!" 
Then Jesus kept silent. 

[t was about p m. when I had completed the notes, and 
I had thought that Our Lord, in keeping silent, had put ihc 
finishing touch to the message that He wanted me to write. 
Since I felt very weak, I lay down fort few minules. Then I 
went down to the kitchen and drank a little coffee to stimulate 
my energy. Besides, I felt ttiff from the coU. even though the 
tern peratu re wa s high. I s uffer much from the heal on accou nl 
of my illness. 

Thus, I drank (he coffee and returned to our cell, and I was 
preparing to re-read the preceding passages from Ihe Holy 
Bible, when my Jesus spoke lo me; "Wnle.’’ 

Thus (went to the typewriter, aikd Jesus dictated the folSow* 
mg: "This is ihe last message which 1 will give to the worW 
through you. Let everyone understand how much they ate 
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r provoking My Jusilce, so as to let My wrath fall against the 
obsiinaie, especially upon those who are undermining My 
holy Caiholk Church, and causing such ffcti suffering to My 
beloved Vicat, Pope Paul Vf.“ 

These solemn words that 1 heard with ihe physical voice of 
my Jesus evade me underslarvd why Ke made me read Exodus, 
and why He asks all His children to read it and meditate upon 
it, which is so that they may all comprehend what His divine 
g^nesi has done for the salvation of men. For by means of 
His prophets. He has worked many miracles, and neverthe* 
iesi, men hav< prevar«atcdl Aod there have been many mir* 
* acles done by means of the divirK Prophet; Jesus, the Chnit! 
[ And nevenhelcis, both His rirat-bom chosen people and we 
who are the gentiles, coniinue offending Hu Divine Majeityl 

It is for this reason that He is warnirig us that soon Ke will 
pour forth His holy wtaib. Yes* beeauie the wrath of Ood is 
holy and just, and u will be poured out over everyone who 
trends Him, be be Jew or gentile. 

f think ihai rhii is what now oonsiiiutes this last message: 
Ood wifiti lo put us all Ofl our guard so that each one may 
rachfy his conduct: thus, let the unbeliever come (o the faith, 
and let the bcljever->be who has ihe faith—conform his 
aeiioiu to the /Mh ihai ht ha recr/veJ/rom ihf mouih 
M Hlmpeif. 

Well, after iheae words, Jesus told me some others: but 
they arc now for mo in panicuiar and for the community. 

I However, I am going to transcribe them, because thus I sent 
out my first notes. 

Jesuc said lo ok: *Now, My daughter, dedkate your time 
lo publishing all the words which 1 have entrusted lo you 
from ihe beginning, because afterwards, I desire lo give you a 
little time whkb you may devote to your own soul and lo 
your community. 

"Do not feel lad if you air not raised from the state in 
i^kh you are, in the company of your sisters. The little and 
upKgbl bean are pleasing in My sight, not the great ones 
according lo the world and to ihe human way of thinking. 
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“Ai an opportune lime I will briof to My wofk ibe Muh 
who are pleasib^ lo Me aa^ imubk for conieerating ibem* 
selves with Me, victims before My justice. As for al) ihe reel. 
My ^aughier, it is worth noihin^. Such Ihiop are ^tdeura 
of (he earth, not of heaven. Love Me. and leU all of (hose 
who surround you in ibis Work, to ^ve Me all of their low, 
to jive themselves over to My cross, aod ihat. as foe the rest, I 
will do it ail with My power and My th>ry. 

'To you, I will come many more lienes yet. but I will not 
^ve you one single message more for ihe world or for My 
Church. However, they wiU see the fulHlImeni of all that has 
been announced through you. 

“Adore Me! Love Me! And continue in peace!” 

Then, during these moments as ti other times, I felt the 
caressing touch of the hand of Jesus oi> my forehead. 

Prom that moment until the present, during which time t 
am writing these noisi, an hour has passed by. It is now J:)0 
p.m, in the afternoon. ■
